TEN CITIES AND VILLAGES STRUCK 


Oklahoma City, Okla., April 27.—[Special.] 
—According to advices received here from a 
dozen points upward of thirty-one people 
were killed, scores injured, and much prop- 
erty damage done by a terrific twisting tor- 
nado which swept southwestern Oklahoma 
this afternoon. 

The town of Lugert suffered worst. Fifteen 
people are reported dead there. Four are re 
ported dead at Eldorado. The names of only 
two’ of the dead have been learned. They 
are Mrs. Lee Stanaland and her daughter. 
Miss Eva, who died on a relief train while en 
route from Lugert to Alttis. 

Lugert, a town of 200, was blown off the

Putty ten towns and villages were struck 
and more or less damaged, and scores of peo- 
ple were injured. There may have been 
further loss of life in the country districts. 

Wire communications are almost destroyed 
and meager details can be had from 
points nearby the stricken towns. 


‘ fornado Forms Near Eldorado. 

The tornado formed somewhere in the 
neighborhood of Eldorado, near the Texas 
line, and swept north, striking Altus. There 
was some property loss and severa! persons 
suffered minor injuries. From Altus it moved 
or to Blair. Communication with that town 
ia cut off, and it cannot beNearned just what 
happened. 

Warren, a small town of 200, is cut off from 
all outsidp-tommunication. An early report 
stated the town had been blown away. This 
cannot be confirmed. 

The town of Marthal, in Jackson county, 
also was hard hit, but the extent of the darm- 
age or loss of life, if any, cannot be learned, 
as wires from that point are down. | 

Pasting northeastward, the storm struck 
Rooky, blowing half the town away. Sev- 
eral persons were injured, but no loss of life 
occurred. 

Several houses were blown down at Yukon, 
fourteen miles west of Oklahoma City.

Gather Doomed Passengers 
About Them on Deck and 
Read Litany to All. 


CALMLY AWAIT DEATH. 


Survivors of the Titanic, especially those 
from the steerage, tell of the heroism of two 
Catholic priests. who after assisting women 
and children into the last boat gathered 
about them the doomed passengers and 
calmly sought to comfort them in the face 
of approaching death. 

The story of hope and faith evidenced in 
that hour by Father Byles of England and 
Father Peruschoetz, a German, entitles them 
to a high place in the roll of honor. The 
“ America,” a Catholic review of the week, 
repeats the story of eye witnesses. 

The twa.priests had held Sunday services 
in the morning and evening for the Catho- 
lics of various nationalitiea, addressing them 
in German and English. The rosary and 
litanies had been recited by all 


Help in Preserving Order. 

* The first news of the disaster brought the 
priests to the scene, where they joined with 
the other men in assisting to preserve order 
and insure the safety of the women and chil- 
dren. When men of all nationalities gath- 
ered about them an@ sought comfort and 
hope the two priests ralsed their voices and 
calmly as if in the sanctuary repeated over 
and over again the rosary. 

No man, according to the story of those 
present, was turned away. The priests min- 
istered to Catholics and non-Catholics alike. 
As tie sinking vessel listed more and more 
the crowd about the priests grew larger and 
all joined fervently in the prayers. Those 
in the boats pulling away from the vessel 
could see the men kneeling on the deck, but 
it is related that in the last moment, when 
the lights went out, no shrieks were beard 
nor cries of terror from the group where the 
faithful pastors serenely and devoutly sought 
to comfort those about them.

Telegrams were received from the Rev. Dr. 
William S. Frost, president of Berea college, 
anéd the Rev. Edward Eaton of Beloit only @ 
few hours after Dr. Pearsons died. | 

The old doctor’s death, which came at 2 
@’clock yesterday morning in Hinedale sani- 
tarium, was the result of pneumonia. 


Funeral Arrangements Made. 

The funeral will be held on Tuesday &t 
2:15 p. m. in the First Congregational churth 
of Hinsdale. For the preceding hour the 
body wil! lie In etate in the church. 

Dr. Clareneé T. Brown, pastor of the 
ghurch, will conduct the services. There 
will be brief sermons by the Rev. William 
E. Barton ofthe Congregational church 6f 
Oak Park, the Rev. E. F. Williams of wéii- 
ington Avenue Congregational church, Dr. 
Pearson's biographer; President Frost of 
Berea college, President Eaton of Beloit 
gollege, and probably other college presi- 
dents. 

Before the funeral arrangements wére 
‘made, in fact, during the five days’ flinéss 
recognized from the start as probably the 
last, there ‘was revived a question as to 
whether or not the estate had been entirély 
pettled during the aged millionaire’s lifé- 
time. On his ninety-second birthday he told 
his friends he had given eway every cent of 
the $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 he once held, and 
was living on 2 per cent of a $250,000 gift 
made years ago to one of his “ children.” 


Relatives Think There Is Money Left. 

There is an impression among his rela- 
tives that this is not the case. They believe 
he had reserved a sizeable amount for emer- 
gencies, and @ search for a will is now under 
way. 

Subsequent to one of the announcements 
that his money was éntirely gone Dr. Pear- 
gons was heard talking with some attornéy. 
The substance of the conversation, as re- 
called by Herman Koenig, for many years 
gardener for the Pearsons, was that the at- 
torney was to ‘ put that $60,000 out at 6 pér 
cent and let the $300,000 stay where it is.” 
Of this $360,000 fund, or of any other fund, 
no oné appears to know anything. 

There is an impression that if a large es- 
tate was left Dr. Pearsons’ final will would 
direct that it be distributed among his 
“children.” If that is. the case there prob- 
ably will be a lively contest among the chil- 
dren of his brothers, for he left no direct de- 
scendants. D. K. Pearsons of Hinsdale, his 
nephew, has said he was in doubt of his 
uncle’& comblete mental balance in monty 
matters. 


Relatives Begin Search. 

During the day Mr. Pearsons and his 
cousin, H. A. Pearsons, president of the 
Pearsons-Taft Land Credit company, both 
nephews of the aged doctor, conferred with 
Dr. Paulson, superintendent of the sani- 
farium. Then, as nearest relatives, they re- 
moved all their uncle’s correspondence from 
the room to the D. K. Pearsons residences. 
There they were going over the inass of

existing property. 

Early discoveries were unsatisfactory. A 
bank book on the State Bank of Hinsdale 
indicated most of the deposits had been 
withdrawn for current éxpenses, leaving 
only a few dollars.

$2,000 a year, and it is certain that there is 
some excess from the annual income ef 
$5,000.

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TITANIC RESCUE 


BLOCKED BY ICE 


Captain of Mount Temple Says 


His Vessel Could Not 
Reach Scene, 


ERROR IN THE LOCATION. 


Message from the Sinking Liner 
Gave Position Miles from 
Right Place. 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—Failure to 
give the ship's exact position, a great field of 
floating ice that offered a barrier to ships 
hurrying to the rescue, and the mistake of its 
own captain in rushing at top speed through 
an ice covered sea—all these combined to 
send the Titanic and its 1,600 victims to their 
grave in the North Atlantic. 

This was strongly intimated today in test!i- 
mony #Hefore the senate committee investl- 
gating the ccean tragedy. ' 

Capt James H. Moore of the steamer Mount 
Temple, which was hurried to the Titanic in 
response to wireless calls for help, told of 
the great stretch of fleld ice which held him 
off. Within his view from the bridge he dis- 
cerned, he said, another strange steamer, 
probably a “tramp,” and a schooner which 
was making its way outoftheice. The lights 
ef this schooner he thought probably were 
those seen by the anxious survivors of the 
Titanic. 


Calls Titanic Speed Unwise. 

Capt. Moore denounced as *“* most unwise”’ 
the action of the Titanic’s commander in 
rushing at twenty-one knots through the 
night when he had been advised of the 
proximity of ice. The Mount Temple's 
commander testified that he had spent twen- 
ty-seven years in the North Atlantic. When- 
ever ice was around, he said, he doubled his 
watch and reduced speed, and if hé hap- 
pened to get caught In an ice pack he stopped 
his engine and drifted until he was clear. 

‘The witness also was emphatic in his 
declaration that the position sent out by the 
Titanic was wrong. He said the ship was 
eight miles further eastward than its oper- 
ators reported. 

With what virtually was a fleet of steam- 
ers within a radius of fifty miles of the 
Titanl¢, the officer said that this mistake 
in fixing accurately the position of the 
doomed ship was a fatal one. With ice- 
bergs and floating ice covering the northern 
gea, a ship of even the size of the Titanic 
might well be overlooked through such a 
variance. : 


Ismay Cheered by Testimony. 

J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of the 
International Mercantile Marine company, 
was much cheered by the testimony of the 
afternoon. His eyes fairly beamed when 
Steward Crawford told how he (Ismay) hed 
called for women to go in one of the boats, 
and had said to a woman who told him she 
was a stewardess, ‘‘ You are a. woman; take 
your place in the boat.”’ 

Ismay Ustened intently, too, as Steward 
Bright testified that he had not left the ship 
until after all the large lifeboats had gone, 
and only one of two collapsible boats were 

left on deck. , 

Bright had seen Ismay working with ths 
others on the starboard collapsible boat, the 
last to leave the ship from that side. Bright, 
who left on the last boat, the port collapsible,. 
said he knew Ismay had not left the ship 
until just before the port collapsible was 
lowered into the water in time to get only 
e@ bundred yards from the Titanic before it 
went down. fons 


Turns to Titanic’s Aid. 

When Capt. Moore was called to the stand 
he was questioned closely on the part the 
Mount Temple had played in the sea tragedy. 

The Mount Temple intercepted the Ti- 
tanic’s calls for help, Capt. Moore said, and 
he immediately turned his ship's course to- 
ward the crippled liner. On his way he saw 
the lights of a schooner within a few miles 
of the scene of the tragedy. When day 
broke, disclosing a great fleld of ice ahead, 
the Mount Temple discovered a tramp steam- 
er close by. Tie identity of neither schooner 
nor tramp was fixed. , 

Senator Smith asked the captain if he 
thought the light of this schooner might 
have been the light that Officer Boxhall of 
the Titanic and others on the liner saw when 
the Titanic was firing the distress rockets 
and flashing the Morée signals.’ 

“*It might have been the light of a tramp 
steamer which was on our port bow. It 
passed, to starboard of us.”’ 

"a large a ship was it?’ 

“ About 5.000 tons, sir. I did not get its 
mame, but it was a foreigner. ‘It showed 
no ensign. We tried to raise it by wireless 
but I don’t believe it had any.” 


Halted by the Ice Pack. 

About 5:30 or 6 o'clock the Mount Temple 
ran into ice so heavy that it was forced to 
turn back. The last seen of the strange 
steamer was about 9 o’clock Monday, when 
both were trying to avoid the ice pack, 
which, the witness said, consisted of field ice 
end bergs. Hesaid he counted between forty 
and fifty bergs, the greater being between 
100 and 200 feet high. 
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: of the Titanic’s burial about 4:30 in the 
morning, two hours‘after the liner went 
down. 

“TI saw no wreckage and no bodies,” he 
said. “There was nothing but the ice and 
the tramp steamer. The ice was so thick 
that I was compelled to hoist men to the 
mastheads to seek a lane out of the field.” 

He was asked whether he had heard that 

certain of his passengers had said they had 
| seen rockets fired by the Titanic that night.

The second message 
picked up by the Mount Temple from the 
Titanic to the Carpathia read: 
“ We have struck icebergs. Come at once 
to our assistance.” 
‘“‘We picked up many other messages,” 
said the captain. “One from the Carpathlia 
asked the Titanic if it wanted any special boat 
to stand by, and the Titanic answered thatit 
wanted all it could get. 
‘“*My wireless operator, J. Burrant. in- 
formed me,”’ continued Capt. Moore, “ that 
from the sound of the signals he judged that 
the Frankfurt was nearest to the Titanic. 
The last message the Titanic answered from 
the Olympic, the operator told me, was at 
1:30 Monday morning. A few minutes after 
that the operator told me that the Olympic, 
Baltic and Frankfurt were all trying to get 
the Titanic, but could not reach it. The Ti- 
tanic, he said, had not spoken since 1:30. 
That was about an hour after I had got the 
first signal from the Titanic, my ship's time.’’

Mr. Tolman wasted ‘no time in arguing 
that present conditions were unsatisfactory. 
He showed that the three principal evils 
from which we suffered were delay, expense, 
and uncertainty: delay especially in Chica- 
G0, excessive expense principally in connec- 
tion with appeals, and uncertainty arising 
from the fact that a case does not stay tried. 

“On the first appeal,’ he said, ‘‘ the judg- 
ment may be reversed because certain evi- 
dence was excluded. A second trial is had 
and on a second appeal an upper court thinks 
the jury was not properly instructed, and 
@gain the parties are sent down for a new 
trial. Delay and expense are the inevitable 
result of such a method, and the evil should 
be eliminated by establishing the rule that 
there should be but one trial and one appeal; 
one trial to seattle the disputed questions of 
fact, and one appeal finally te determine 
the law and enter judgment. 

“It is true that mistakes of lawyers and 
judges are the cause of a large part of the 
trouble, but recognizing that neither law- 
yers nor judges are infallible and that there 
will always be men of mediocre ability in 
the legal profession, we must minimize the 
effects of these evils by devising the best 
possible system under which the work sball 
be done.” 

~~. 

“Throughout all of Friday’s discussion, 
participated in by lawyers from every section 
of the country, one fact was significant—the 
greatest complaint came from those states 
where details of procedure have been fixed 
by the legislature and the least complaint 
where those details have been left to the 
court,”’ continued Mr. Tolman. 

“We do not seek to abolish the system 
now in use in Illinois; all we suggest is that 
the papers in the case shal! tell in simple 
language the real cause of action and the 


real ground of defense, and so. far as the 


common law forms meet these requirements 
there is no reason why their use should be 
discontinued. 

“Thirty minutes’ time taken during the 
trial of a case by the lawyers and the judge 


to discuss the instructions and settle them 
before they are read to the jury will often 
save years that are now wasted in the courts 
of review. Under our present system, in a 
large class of cases the instructions are 


nothing ‘more or less than hidden torpedoes — 


whose only purpose is the subsequent de- 
struction of the judgment rendered by the 
trial court. 

* We still preserve in Illinois the old dis- 
tinction between suits at law and in equity 
between actions for money damages and ac- 


“tions in which the relief sought is the decree 


of a judge. Under our present plan, if an 
action is brought on the wrong side of the 
court, the litigant has his entire case thrown 
out when the error ig discovered, whereas 
the cause should simply be transferred to the 
proper branch of the court without delay or 
expense. No litigant should have his suit 
dismissed merely because his lawyer has 
come into court through the wrong door. 

“Now asto the relief. Part of it un- 
doubtedly must come from the legislature. 
but there is much which can be done by the 
courts themselves. We should proceed now by 
means of rules adopted by the court to remedy 
existing evils, and when we have exhausted 
the power of the court in this direction we 
should go to the legislature, first to dbtain 
a simple practice act, and seconé to place in 
the hande of the courts entire control of mat- 
ters of procedure.”’ 


a ae 


Judge Vickers of the Supreme court recog- 
nized that Chicago litigants suffer greatly 
by delay in the courts, and pointed out that 
there was not 60 much complaint from the 
rural districts. A subsequent speaker re- 
ferred to this distinction and suggested that 
it should be borne in mind when seeking legis- 
tive relief. 

E. C. Kramer of Baet St. Louis approved the 
report and suggestions of Mr. Tolman and 
characterized Illinois pleadings as “ an abso- 
lute mystery to the ordinary layman.” 

Judge Kavanagh sounded a note which 
was repeatedly echoed throughout the day 
when he stated that much talking had been 
done and that now it was time for action. 
He scored the present system which results 
in repeated reversals for matters uncon- 
nected with the merits of the controversy, 
and cited the instance of a man suing at 46 
and obtaining final judgment at 60 yeare of 
age. He voiced his personal belief in the 
advantages to be derived by an ora! instruc- 
tion of juries, and presented a resolution 
in support of the doctrine that no judgment 
should be reversed by the upper courts save 
in those cases where injustice actually had 
resulted. 

Andrew R. Sheriff, Frank J. Loesch, and 
Alexander F. Reichmann heartily indorsed 
the measures advocated by Mr. Tolman and 
urged that his committee be given power te 
act. 

~- 

At the opening of the afternoon session the 
preliminary educational requirements of the 
law student were discussed, and Insistence 
was placed upon the necessity of maintain- 


ing the highest practicable standards. 

The discussion of procedural reform was 
then continued, and a resolution offered by 
Albert D. Early was adopted directing the 
committee on law reform to prepare rules in 
accordance with their report for presenta- 
tion to the Supreme court of the state with 
the request for their adoption, and to draft 
bills for the legislature which should meet 
the needs of the present situation. 

John H. Wigmore, dean of the Northwest- 
ern University Law school, and Charles S. 
Cutting, Judge of the Probate court, brought 
the discussion to a close with a summary of 
the resuits of the two days’ session. 


— 

Mr. Wigmore pointed out that the evils 
complained of were not peculiar to Illinois, 
but were widespread and were especially 
noticeable in the large cities. He showed 
that even in those states whose delegates 
had claimed immunity from the general 
complaint entirely too much time was con- 
sumed in bringing a case to final judgment. 

‘The causes are to be found in cumber- 
some practice acts and in badly organized 
courts,” said Mr. Wigmore. ‘‘ The personnel 
of bench and bar is also partly responsible 
for the result. Lawyers too often avail 
themselves of technicalities to win particu- 
lar cases and forget that they are officers 
of the court charged with the duty of accom- 
plishing justice. 

“The prospects are bright for reform. 
Illinois demands a’ general revision and we 
are all in hearty accord upon the funda- 
mental principle that the courts must be 
empowered to regulate the manner in which 
the business before them: shall be con- 
ducted.”’ 


~~ 

Juége Cutting suggested that the trouble 
was evidently largely caused by our present 
jury system, and he referred with evident 
approval to the Missouri plan, which acoepts 
the verdict of three-fourths of a jury as final. 
He noted also that in many of the states 
trials before juries were decreasing, while 
the business of the judge éitting as chancellor 
was daily extending. 

“ Manifestly,”’ he said, “ the road to relief 
is not by way of a legislative code. Michi- 
gan’s example might profitably be followed 
by Illinois. In that state practice is not sub- 
jected to the vagaries of the legislature. 
Neither the people nor their legislative rep- 

tativee are experts in this matter. The 
courts and the lawyers know how the thing 
should be done and it is up to them to da it. 

“ All that is old is not good, nor is all good 
that is new. We should measure the worth 
of a particular method not by its age but by 
its usefulness. Above a)l we need good law- 
yers and good judges. Integrity upon the 
bench is not enough; we must have ability 
and learning. It is the ‘call’ of judges ané@ 
not the ‘recall’ which demands our con- 
sideration. The judicial position must be 
made attractive in tenure and compensation. 
No lawyer should be too able to be én 
aspirant for the bench. 

“We all know the conditions existing in 
Dlinois; we have talked at length; it is now 
time for action.”

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SEES ANARCHY IN RECALL 


S. H. Strawn Warns Bankers 
Against Judiciary Change. 


WOULD KILL CONSTITUTION.

Asserts Courts Would Be at the Mercy 
of the Demagogues. 


“The recall of judges and judicial de 
cisions means the abolition of courts,”’ de 
clared Silas H. Strawn, Chicago lawyer, in 
an address last night before the Bankerw 
club at the Blackstone hotel. Mr. Strawn 
spoke on “ The People, the Courts, and the 
Recall,”’ and strongly denounced the latter 
as “ unwise, inexpedient, and anarchistic.”’ 

“If followed to its logical conclusion, the 
recall of judges would mean that the nation 
would have no constitution, and that ques- 
tions would be decided not acording to law, 
but acording to the judge’s interpretation 
of public sentiment,” he said. 


Open Way to Tyranny. 

“Every thinking man,” he continued, 
** should be unalterably opposed to the recal! 
of judges or judicial decisions, because the 
proposition strikes at the very heart of our 
representative plan of government by de- 
stroying the judicial department. It de- 
prives the minority of the protection of the 
courts against the tyranny of the majority. 

“It paralyzes the independence of the 
judge, destroys his courage, and takesaway 
every essential feature of his office. It 

sumes to the people, without conference or 
deliberation, the wisdom and judgment of 
the courts. It gives disappointed litigants 
a chance to destroy the just and upright 


judges. 
Other Disasters Are Seen. 
“It affords the vicious agitator and noisy 


demagogue an opportunity to wreak ven- 
geance upon the judge who denies their fal- 


lacles. It would paralyse our election ma- 
chinery by extending to impossible length 
our ballots. 

“With the voluntary tnitiative and vol- 
untary referendum I have no quarrel. But 
the compulsory initiative and compulsory 
referendum absobutely destroy the principles 
of a representative government. 

“The referendum, though not quite so 
vicious as the initiative, takes away from 
the legislature the responsibility for the fina! 
passage of laws and sh:fts the burden to the 
people.”’ 


KAVANAGH CRITICISES BAR BODY 


Judge “Marvels at Lack of Bravery” 
Which Prevents Move to Correct 
Judicial Evils. 


Before the alumni of Notre Dame at the 
University club last night Judge Marcus 
Kavanagh condemned the Illinois Bar asso- 
ciation for failing to act on his recommen- 
dations for reforms fn jurisprudence. 

“I must marvel at the lack of bravery 
among the body of Chicago attorneys,"’ said 
the judge ‘‘ The Bar association had the 
facta proving abuses. The members know 
judges are deciding too many cases that 
juries ought to decide. But they didn't have 
the courage to start movements that would 
correct the abuses.”’ 

Col. Wiliam Hoyne, dean of Notre Dame 
law school, recently made a Knight of St. 
Gregory by Pope Pius, was chief guest. He 
approved Judge Kavanagh's strictures on 
the Bar association.

Seattle Pastor Opens Campaign in Oppo- 
sition to the Rev. J. G. K. McClure of 


McCormick Theological Seminary. 


There are indications of some fervor at 
the coming genera! assembly of the Presby- 
terian church at Louisville, Ky., on May 14 
owing to the race for the position of mod- 
erator. 


The Rev. M. A. Matthews of Seattle has 
opened his campeign for the office, Opposing 
the Rev. James G. K. McClure. head of 
MoCormick Theologica] seminary, the " reg- 
ular” candidate.

Archbishop Declares Proposed 
Reform a Peril to the 
Democracy. 


STRIKES AT SOCIALISM . 


Speech Made at Celebration of 
Grant’s Birthday, Held 
at Galena, III. 


Galena, Ill., April 27.—Declaring hie con@- 
dence in the permanency of American 
democracy and its certainty to overcome the 
perils which beset it, Archbishop Ireland 
spoke today at the Grant celebration on 
“Some Problems of Democracy.” 

As among those perils the archbishop spoke 
of the proposed reforms of which he said the 
most fatal was the recall, “ especially the re- 
call of the judiciary." His speech was also 
marked by strong criticism of socialism and 
ite tenets. 


Government of People. 

“ All men are born equal; democracy is 
the government of the people for the people. 
Therefore, say some, there should be equality 
of possession; and the office of government 
is to lend its authority to the enforcement 
of this equality. 

“ All men are indeed born equal, equal in 
the meaning of the declaration of independ- 
ence, equal so far as the laws of the land 
may reach, equal in rights derived from 
government, equa: fn such opportunities as 
government creates or is enabled to create. 
But all men are not equal in nature’s gifts, 
physical or moral, and equality of this kind 
no government can create, no government fs 
allowed to presuppose. 

“ Democracy has this value over other 
forms of government, it increases to the in- 
dividual the field of opportunity. With good 
reason, it may be named opportunity, oppor- 
tunity given equally to all. 


Doomed to Failure. 

“To attempt the use of powers of 6 gev- 
ernment, be that government the freest of 
democracies, in order to make the world of 
men other than what nature has willed it, 
ie the most futile of tasks, doomed by nature 
to failure, sure, if long pursued, to destroy 


jem in whose behalf it was instituted. 

“This may well be maid to the honor of 
the people of America—it is no wish of theirs 
that thoee who are the poorer shall be held to 
their poverty, that honest toll shal) be Barred 
from sufficient and adequate remuneretion. 

“None in America will resent efforts put 
forth in fair play toward the social better- 
ment of emy clase in the population, especia!- 
ly when that class tncludes those upon whom 
weighs most heavily the burden of human 
Hfe. and without whose earnest and willing 
concouree the talent of others is doomed to 
idleness and industry and emterprise put ont 
of each. 


Methods of Socialism. 

“ What, though, most usually are the the- 
ories and the methods of Socialism? Here 
it is the absolute denial of the right to pri- 
vate property; ‘ property,’ we are told, * is 
theft.’ There are such impediments to pri- 
vate property, such control and limitation, 
that few or none will toil to acquire it, few 
or none will be able to retain it. 

“These are the theories of Socialism, and 
the theories are preached broadcast. It is the 
bitter hatred of one class of citizens toward 
another. It is the reckless jealousy that 
pulls down and destroys; it is the defiance 
of law and social order; it is the menace of 
war, even unto the spilling of biood. 

“ Socialism today is the peril of America. 
They are blind who see not its workings.”

He spoke before the City club. He assert- 
ed that the people of the north tried to 
stand for something between a caste system 
and a democracy in their attitude toward 
the south. 


Points to National Campaign. 

“The north takes the view that a south- 
erner can’t argue on the race question,” he 
eaid: “It leade the southerner to believe 
the northerner feels just as he does. Those 
men who get their seats in congress by 
means undemocratic should not be allowed 
to keep them. That might mean trouble 
in the north, as I understand it has. 

“The importance of the race problem ds 
brought home because of the coming presi- 
Gential election. In the nominating con- 
vention 300 out of 1,000 delegates are not 
elected on a democratic basis. They come 
from that part of the south where there is 
not a democratic government. Those men 
hold the balance of power. Often they have 
ruled the convention. 


Need More Democracy. 

“ Presidential candidates don’t go to the 
guif states to argue, because there is not 
democratic government there. They go to 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, and Massachusetts. In 
Georgia and Alabama, 150,000 votes will 
nullify over 1,500,000 votes in Illinois. In the 
coming campaign the real problem is one of 
@ large democracy to decide whether the 
government shall be carried on by a machine 
and underhand methods. 

“In a black belt country a small number 
of plantation Owners may contro! the entire 
county, and equa! in power 10,000 voters in 
the white county adjoining. This hurts the 
gouth itself.

GAS REFUNDRIGHT 


City Lawyers Ask That Com- 
pany Give Bond to Indem- 
nify All Consumers. 


POINT UNDERADVISEMENT 


Appellate Court Petitioned to 
Modify Order on Impounding 
of Excess Charges.

Steps to compel the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company to make some provision for 
the return of excess payments of gas con- 
sumers should the 75 cent gas ordinance be 
held legal were taken yesterday by the cor- 
poration counsel's office. The company is 
collecting 80 cents a thousand cubic feet for 
gas—5 cents more than the ordinance rate. 

Maclay Hoyne and Byron Craig, assistants 
to Corporation Counsel Sexton, asked the 
Appellate court for a modification of the 
order reversing the ruling of Judge Scanlan 
compelling the gas company to impound the 
difference between the 75 arrd 80 céit rates, 
under which more than $250,000 has been 
deposited. Judges Gridley and Fitch re- 
ceived the petition and announced they would 
give a decision tomorrow. 

“All the money now in the trustee's hands 
is money paid by the consumers in excess of 
the ordinance rate,’’ read the petition. “If 
the courts shall ultimately determine that 
the ordinance rate is valid, all of this money 
would be the money of the corsumers and 
the way would be open for them to recover it 
from the gas company, which is now insisting 
that it be paid over to it. 

“We submit that this court should incline 
to do whatever is in its power to protect this 
great body of consumers, who in the nature 
of the case cannot. as individuals, protect 
themselves. A rehearing should be granted 
and this court should modify its opinion and’ 
direct the Circuit court to require the gas ° 
company to give a bond.”

Dr. Evans Tells Conference 
Association of Young Peo- 
ple Is Health Rule No. 1, 


PITIES THE “ONLY CHILD.” 


Says Poor Boys Who Mingle with 
Chums Are Better Off than 
Rich Little Hermits. 


‘The ‘only child’ of wealthy parents, 
whose only companions are adult gov- 
ernesses, tutors, or other ‘grown ups,’ is is 
worse condition than the offspring of poor 
parents who hase the advantage of playing 
with children of the same age.’’ 

This is a mew declaration made by Dr. W. 
A. Evans, former health commissioner. He 
spoke on ‘‘ Child Hygiene” yesterday befors 
800 delegates to the middle west conference of 
physical directors and inetructofs in hygiene 
at Kent theater of the University of Chicago: 

‘Play is more necessary to children than 
going to school,’’ said Dr. Evans, “ Play is 
the natural way of education. Play could be 
made use of In training the child’s brain, and 
hie muscles, and in developing a good 
physique. 


Advice to One Child Families. 

‘** Where there is only one child in the fam- 
ily the little fellow is usually kept limited, 
under the watchful care of a mother or under 
a nurse or governess. The years when he 
should be out romping afd playing and learn- 
ing how to think are spent in being‘ taught ’ 
how to think: This is wrong. Keeping the 
ehild away from play with other children is 
just taking so many years out of his life. 

‘* Asa sanitarian I am interested in this or- 
ganization because I recognize it as a work 
for physieal efficiency. The work of the 
Physical director and the playground scperin- 
tendent is really a health work. One-twen- 
tieth of all death® are caused by birth acci- 
dents or congenital defects. This means 
there should be an inéreased study at eugen- 
ics and that there ought to be better mid- 
wife service. One-fifth of all deaths are of 
ehildren under 1 year of age; one-third, of 
ehildren under 2 years of age. 


Watch Mouth and Nose, 
“ Almost all contagions enter the body 


4 
through the mouth and nose. Therefore it is 


important that those in charge of play- 
grounds should watch over their ¢hildren 
carefully to see that their mouths and noses 
are in good condition. Contagions are im- 
portant for consideration, not only because 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, and such diseases 
are under this classification, but also because 
Bright's disease, heart disease and rheuma- 
tisra Of men are only developments of growth, 
after effects of the diseases of childhood. 
Rheumatism and heart disease are due to 
fevers and infections of childhood. 

“ The ductless glands decide the growth of 
the child. Whether a person Is to be long or 
short is determined in some measure by the 
exercise hie gets.” :

Local Suffragets Refuse to Invite 
National Members. 


THEY WILL COME ANYWAY. 


Pian Meeting Here on Day of Middle 
Western Conference, 


A conference of suffragists will be held 
in Chicago on May 21 and 22—there is no 
doubt about that; put there is some uncer- 
tainty as to just what the conferenes will 
be about. Mrs. Ella 8. Stewart and Mrs. 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch have been mak- 
ing out the program for several days, and 
they say the discussion is going to be of, 
by, and for the middle west, with no other 
sections of the country represented. 

Mrs. Stanléy McCormick of Boston and 
Chicago, however, has just been in town, 
and she thinks others will be present; nhame- 
ly, the national board, of which she is one, 
despite the fact its members are not invited, 

The national board, which always meets 
in New York as per hotly contested arrange- 
ments made at the national suffrage con- 
vention tn Loutsville, will have ite nekt bi- 
monthly meeting in Chicago, so that they 
can just drop in on the other méeting, as if 
they didn’t know any special festivities were 
going On. 


Break with National Board. 

It’s a long story, which in abbreviated form 
is this: The national board felt that the 
Chicago suffragists did a precipitate and ill 
advised, not to say injurieus, thing, involv- 
ing the suffrage situation of the entire na- 
ton, when they had theit preferential elecs 
tion in the Chicago primaries. 

“It ie such a maiter,”’ said Mra. MeCor- 
mick, “as should be passed on only by the 
national, because it involves a far larger 
area than the one in which the wote te cast. 
The vote is coming up in six states. Why 
preface a real election with a toy election in 
which suffrage is defeated? Why is the na- 
tlonal organization, anyway, if not to man- 
age campaigns and.order them?’ 

Miss Jane Addams, vice president of the 
national; Miss Sophbonisba Breckinridge, 
second viee president, and others felt the 
vote was a mistake. They were not asked 
to consider the measure, however, but were 
hastily summoned one morning by Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch to go over to Judge Owens’ court and 
aks him to grant a preferential vote. 


Hint at Matured Plan. 

The story appeared in a newspaper before 
the women ever heard of it, and the identical 
women asked to appear read printed inter- 
views with themselves on a subject on which 
they never had been informed. 

The national board had felt it should be 
asked to come toa meeting so comprehensive 
in scope as the one planned in Chicago. Its 
members asked for aninvitation. Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch advised them that it would not be 
given. 

In view of the later circumstances they 
have announced that they are coming any 
way.

Rockies is almost certain to go through the 
canal, according to Mr. Sheldon. He asserts 
that, as a result of inquiry, much quiet 
preparation ig being made by ship owners 
in London to capture this traffic. 

“Our railroads and the interstate com- 
merce commission better get busy, or else 
they will see a huge chunk of their traffic 
disappear with the opening of the canal,” 
said Mr. Sheldon today. “The Canadian 
lines will probably suffer most, as they have 
not the amount of local traffic from which 
they may derive dividends as the American 
transcontinental lines. 


Wants Merchant Marine Upbuilt. 

“The condition,’’ continued Mr. Sheidon, 
*‘ emphasizes the necessity of a national mer- 
chant marine and civil service consular or- 
ganization. With these established, and 
with the wonderful natural resources of the 
United States, coupled with the brains of our 
people, no country on earth for the next 
several hundred years could hold any but 
second place in manufactures, 

“ The subsidized merchant marine idea is 
obnoxious,” admitted Mr. Sheidon, “ but a 
Plan by which the government would ‘bulld | 
auxiliary ships for the navy, which could 
be used as merchantmen in times of peace, 
seems most feasible. 

“Consular reform does not seem immi- 
nent, as the Sulzer bills have been proclaimed 
by the author as Intended to be a political 
patronage measure. 


Criticises Consular Act. 

“TI cannot understand why President Taft 
and Secretary Knox are moving heaven and 
earth for the passage of what is intended to 
be a Democratic patronage grabbing. The 
placing of consulg in the permanent civil 
service is-essential to the building up of 
America’s cormmercial supremacy.

Who Killed His Wife,

ROME, April 27.—The ministry of grace 
and justice has on severa! occasions solicited 
information from the United States govern- 
ment as to Porter Chariton, who killed his 
wife and packed the body in a trunk which 
he threw into Lake Como two years ago. 

The last reply received was that Chariton 
would be handed over to the Italian authori- 
ties for trial within at least another year. 
He was being kept under medical supervision 
by the American authorities. / 

This reply is unfavorably commented upon 
here. The Italians say Americans should 
not criticise the delays in Italy under the 
law, since such dilatoriness in the adminis- 
tration of justice apparently prevails in that 
country. 

The judicial investigation which must pre- 
cede the trial of Charlton wil] take at least a 
year, so it is not likely that he will be brought 
to trial before 1914, or four years after the 
crime Was committed. 

It is believed here that if the young man 
had been extradited pramptly he would have 
been set free much sooner than this, either 
by being acquitted by a jury or let go after 
having served a short sentence.

HAS UNIQUE BOOK COLLECTION’ 


J. C. Young on Way Home with 
Writers’ 20 Year Prophecies. - 


GETS APPROVAL OF GOSSE. 


Historian Says Work Will Be Cream 
. Of Generation’s Literature. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 27..-Among the passen- 
gers detained en the Olympic by the fremen's 
strike uxgainest the collapsible Hfeboatse is 
James Carlton Young, a Minneapolis auteo- 
graph book collector, Mr. Young has been 
abroad since December, and is returning with 
hig daughter, who has been attending school 
in Paris, 

He said that he had obtained many valuable 
additions to his famous library, including « 
filyleaf of autographed additional prophecies 
by noted European historians, which cannot 
be used until after their death, regarding the 
state of the world for the next twemty years. 

Mr. Young said he felt that his trip is one 
of the most successful he has made. He was 
particularly pleased with a letter of com- 
mendation he had received from Edmuad 
Gosse, the librarian of the house of lords, who 
recently advocated the general burning of 
books. 

Mr. Gosse says in his letter: 

Gosse Commends Twenty Year Plan. 

* When the twenty years scheme was pro- 
pounded to certain authors it seemed te 
certain authors to be idle, troublesome, and 
unreasonable, but Mr. Young pursued it with 
tireless persistency. His idea gradually 
dawned upon us all and his collection, whicb 
was once disavowed, is now the object of 
genera! admiration. It becomes evident that 
if anything of the literature of the fourth 
quarter of the nineteenth century survives, 
the quintessence will be found in the unique 
collection of Mr. Young.” ’ 

Mr, Young says he has now obtained prob- 
ably the works of half the authors of the 
modern world. He declined to state the num- 
ber of volumes he had, explaining that if the 
figures were small people would say, “* Why 
make a fuss/about such a little amount?’ 
and if they were large they would say, ” O, 
it’s prabably a lot of trash.” 

‘Plans Gift to United States. 

When asked about the eventual disposi- 
tion of his collection, Mr. Young said he ip- 
tended to present it to some governmen\, 
most likely the United States, which would 
have the privilege of selecting whatever 
volumes it desired. He wishes the other 
yolumes to be distributed among the other 
governments. 

Mr. Young, prior “to leaving London, had 
the gloomy satisfaction of reading his own 
obituary coupled with a photograph, in a 
Titanic memorial number of one of the 
Londen newspapers. Mr. Young intends to 
return to Burope in the autumn to continue

TORIES’ HOPES BLASTED. 


Pressing of Welsh Chureh Bill 
Proves Another Blew to 
Their Efforts,

ISONDON, April 27.—Party strife is grad- 

ually regaining its hold on English publie 

epinion and interest in the Irish convention 
is intense. 

‘The Tories were hoping for a repetition of 
the same results as at the Irish councils on 
the bill and filled their papers for several 
days with*confident prophecies of the break- 
ing away of this section or that from John 
Redmond’s acceptance of Premier Asquith’s 
home rule bili. 

All these hopes were absolutely false, and 
now the Tory journals raise the opposite ery 
that the convention was too carefully ma- 
chined to allow any difference of opinion. As 
@ matter of fact, however, the convention 
was too gigantic to allow machining by any- 
body and no attempt was even contemplated 
to interfere with its absolute freedom of de- 
cision. 

Fear Too Great Crowd. 

The only apprehension of the organizers of 
the convention was that the crowds would be 
so overwhelming as to lead to the imposst; 
bility of finding a sufficient space, and this 
there was a chance of a disorderly rush and 
great disappointment. These perils were 
averted by the nblding of two conventions 
simultaneously, one indoors and the other in 
the open air, which were addressed alter- 
nately by Redmond, Dillon, Devlin, myselt 
and others. ' 

The convention made an enormous im- 
pression not merely by its size, but by the 
appeal and spirit. Nothing’ could be more 
eloquently symbolistic of the gigantic im<« 
provement of Irish conditic= through the 
land and other reforms v. by the Irish 
party during the last quarter century, as 
every delegate was well dfessed, self-re- 
strained, and thoughtful. 

Though the convention was too gigantic 
for a discussion of the details of the bill, 
every one had evidently grasped its main 
features, had discussed them in every house, 
and even every cabin, and every roadside jn 
Ireland, and had come with a mind made up 
and a firm determination not to allow fac- 
tion or folly to interfere with Ireland's 

chance of getting al) the essentials of free- 
dom which the bill offers. 


O’Brien Forces in Rout. 

Thus, after Redmond's speech explaining 
the Dill, no further debate was desired and 
the only reason why the next speaker sec- 
onding Redmond’s acceptance of the bill was 
heard was that he was the lord mayor of 
Cork, who had just been elected unanimously 
and who has been a supporter of the Irish 
party and an opponent of William O’Brien. 
This marked the slow triumph of unity over 
faetion, even in the small corner held for- 
meérly by O’Brien. 

When the acceptance of the bill was put te 
the convention in a scene of immense en- 
thusiasm the absence of one voice of discord 
gave as remarkarble an expression of unity 
as the nations of the worid ever saw. 


Greet Grandson of Gladstone. 
Three things stand out in relief from the 
proceedings of the convention. The first ig 
that there is greater unity in Ireland than 
ever in its history, not excepting the palmiest 
days of Parnell’s leadership, and that there 
is an absolute intrusting of Irish destinies 
today to Redmond and the Irish party by the 

whole Irish people. 

The second was the unbounded enthusiasm 
in the reception of Gladstone’s grandson and 
the third was the generous acceptance by 
Ireland of England's proffer of a firm friend- 
ship on the basis of equality and justice, as 
embodied in Asquith’s bill. 

The high hopes of the home rulers are made 
higher by the announcement of the deter- 
mination of the government to press on to 
the further stages of the home rule bill with- 
out delay. The Tories were almost speech- 
less with amazement and despair when 
Chancellor Lloyd George announced the sec- 
ond reading of the bil] for next week and 
the closing stage in the week after. 

Signs are multiplying that home rule, 
which formerly divided, is now the strongest 
bond of union between all the British Lib- 
erals and affords a battle cry for rallying 
and encouraging the popular forces better 
than any other question in the present day of 
English politics. 


Welsh Bill Stirs Tories. 

The progress of the measure for Weish 
disestablishment has completed the Tory 
rage and confusion, especially as the division 
on the first reading was postponed till the 
Irishmen could return from the Dublin con- 
vention, and as the Trishmen rushed back 
without delay to support the bill. 

At last the English Tories are beginning 
recognize in this thick and thin atienae ye 
the English and Irish Democratic forces thae 
a refusal of home rule brings inconveniences 
to the Englishmen as well as the Irishmen, 
and the Tory journals are full of loud com- 
plaints that the English measures are thug 
at the mercy of this coalition of the Deme- 
cratic forces. 


Saddened by McCarthy’s Death.

Some months ago I said that while I was 
quite certain that home rule would be law 
within two years, if not before, every sane 
politician always took into his forecasts ofa 
political future the chapter of accidents.

R. W. Bonynge Explains-Mon- 
etary.

Proposed remedies for defects in the bank- 
ing system in the United States were dis- 
cussed yesterday by Robert “W. Bonynge. 
formerly a@ member of the internationa! 
monetary cOmmission, before the Irish Fel- 
lowship club at the Hotel La Salle. — 

The speaker said the present banking law 
is a panic breeder and that distrust is the 
great enemy of finance. In support of the 
adoption of a new system, such as is con- 
templated by the commission report of Jan. 
8, 1912, he urged that the only way to stop 
the periodic panics which disrupt the finan- 
cial affairs of the country is to enable banks 
to assist their customers at a time when 
assistance is most urgently needed. This, 
he asserted, cannot be done under the pres- 
ent monetary system. 


Explains the Proposed Plan. 

“The panic of 1907,"’ the speaker said, 
“ brought to our attention the fact that our 
banking system is antiquated and wholly 
incapable of supporting the rapidly expand- 
ing business of the country. 

‘The plan proposed is evolutionary and 
proposes to) build upon our existing banking 
system an affiliation of our present banks 
which will enable them to discharge financial 
duties they cannot now perform. In a gen- 
eral way the plan provides for a combina- 
tion of the independent units into what are 
known as local organizations, these local 
organizations in turn to be formed into dis- 
trict associations to make up the National 
Reserve Association of the United States 
Such an organization would prevent banking 
panics. 


Would Make Banks Safer. 

“Upon the approach of panic conditions 
under the proposed plan the independent 
banks would feel perfectly safe in extending 
to a solvent customer such help as he might 
require, knowing that in case of emergency 
the individual bank could take the paper of 
its solvent customer to the branch of the Na- 
tional Reserve association and there redis- 
count it for lawful money.”

fie was the nephew, by the way, of the 
famous painter Meissonier, and followed the 

ession of painting himself. 

Mme. Steinbell was born on the 16th of 
April, 1869, so at the present writing she is 
only 48 years of age.

| Faure, she says, was less a statesman than 
a business man. He greatly admired the 
way in which the English managed their 
colonies.

Important developments in the undertak- 
ing by the Chicago Motor club to have the 
main traveled highway between Chicago and

DEFINITION OF CONTEST. 

The definition of ‘' contest *’ has been so modified 
as to clearly indicate what motor car events should 
be sanctioned by the A. A. A. and now reads as 
follows: 

“Any competition of two Or more motor cars, 
governed by rules, In which entry fees may or may 
not be charged, or prizes may or may not be 
offered, or in which speed or durability are deter- 
mining factors in evolving a winner.’’

STOCK CHASSIS—MINIMUM WHEIGHTS. 


The minimum weights heretofore prescribed in 
stock chaseis evente have been eliminated and 
stock chassis comtests will be goverméd by piston 
displacement, as are clase C events. 

ELIGIBILITY. 

No car or chassis competing in events held under 
price or piston displacement classifications is 
eligible for any division except that to which its 


. price or piston displacement entitles it. 


SANCTION FEES. 

Sanction fees remain unchanged except that a fee 
of $1,000 is provided for events of 100 miles or more 
held on specially constructed speedways, such as 
the Indianapolis motor speedway, the Los Angeles 
motordrome, etc. 

To rule 17. which reads: ‘* No tanction shall be 
granted to any promoters to hold a contest In the 
territory of an affiliated club until the contest 
board has conferred with such chub,”’ has been 
edded: 

‘*Any objections which an affiliated club may

territory must be supported by bona fide reasons 
for guch objections.”’

TRANSFER OF SANCTTON, 

The following new rule has been incorporated: 

1%. Ne sanction shall be granted to any club, 
association, or individual for any contest other 
than one to be promoted and conducted by it. 
Any misrepresentation or transfer of sanction to 
a second party for a consideration shall invalidate 
the sanction\and render the club, association, or 
individual liable to disqualification and melgible 
for further sanctions. 

DRIVERS AND MECHANICIANS. 

Under new rule 33A, mechanicians must be car- 
ried in all road races, and in al) events of fifty 
miles or more held on beach, speedway, or track, 

No driver or mechanician under 21 years of age 
will be permitted to participate in sanctioned 
events, and no person under 21 years will be ap- 
pointed to any official position.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 27.—[{Special.}—On 
a track of soft mud, with rain pouring the 
greater part of the afternoon, the University 
of Pennsylvania's annual relay carnival was 
decided this afternoon. The relay cham- 
pionship at one, two, and four miles all proved 
victories for eastern collegians, in two cases 
after desperate battles, with western teams. 

Penn won the two and four mile races, 
while honors in the one mile relay fell to 
Syracuse. Chicago and Illinois were unable 
to stay the rushes of the Syracuse team, 
while Michigan failed in its effort to beat 
Penn in the four mile race. 

The west, however, made a remarkable 
showing in the field events, carrying off the 
majority of the places. It won the hurdle 
shot and discus, and obtained points in other 
events. : 

Weather Conditions Bad. 

Worse conditions could not have been 
imagined. The track was a soft maas of 
mud, being partly under water before the big 
events were started, owing to the fact that 
hundreds of schoolboys had torn it to pieces 
in their relay events. Under the conditions 
the records made were remarkable. 

The west had one contender in the two 
mile college relay championship, Minne- 
sota being pitted against Petin and Prince- 
ton. The race developed into a duel between 
the two eastern colleges, Minnesota being 
distanced after the first half mile. Tydemor, 
Chapin, Shaughnessy, and G. Lindberg made 
a game fight, but the team was forty yards 
back at the finish.

Two national swimming records were 
broken yesterday at the Illinois A. C. when 
the tri-color club's relay teams lowered the 
marks in the 400 and 500 yard swims. The 
events were held in conjunction with the Cen- 
tral A. A. U. championships and five expert 
timers held the watches. 

The first record to go by the boards was 
the #00 yard event. A. C. Raithel, T. W. 
Winana, Perry McGillivray, and Harry Heb- 
ner plowed through the water by use of the 
powerful crawl stroke in the fast time of 
8:51 2-6. The former record was 3:5 26 
and was held by the New York A. C. team, 
composed of O’Sullivan, Merich, Daniels, and 
Riley in 1911. 4

Sires Often Is Misleading. 


RANK=NG ON MONEY WON. 


Horsemen Want to Know What Strain 
“Gets Coin” Most Frequently.

The customary method of figuring the win- 
ning sires of a racing year is to rank them 
according to the amount of money won. by 
their get, but in the case of American har- 
ness horses this plan, while making plain 
one or two interesting angles of the proposi- 


tion, often is misleading in that it gives the 


sire of some one prominent race winner a 
prominence that comes far more from chance 
than merit. 

This was made plain two years ago when, 
by virtue of the great work of his daughter, 
Dudie Archdale, a western sire which other- 
wise would not have been in the first rank, 
‘Was right in front. Last season the big 
winner among the trotters was the big, home- 

ly gelding R. T. C., which—owing in large 
measure to the skill of his trainer and driver, 
Tom Murphy—took down $32,000 in purses, 
which feat causes his sire, Princemarch, to 
get second place in the list of sires for 1911, 
when the sole test is the amount of money 
won by the get of each stallion, premier 
position going to Peter the Great. Aside from 
R. T. C., only two of the get of Princemarch 
were money winners, the total winnings of 
the pair amounting to $720. R. T. C. was 
the entire entertainment. As opposed to the 
three money winners by Princemarch a 
dozen other sires had out from fifteen to 
forty, sons and daughters that raced well. 

Way to Gain Fair Comparison. 

What horsemen and breeders want to know 
ig what strain of blood “ gets the money” 
most frequently, not depending on the work 
of @ solitary aged performer of the type 
of R: T. C., or a pair of phenoinenal colt 
trotters like Peter Thompson and M'ss Stokes 
of the Peter the Great family, wich between 
them last season won over $31,000 Fora 
fair comparison a sire should be required to 
have out in any season at ieast ten trotters 
that are money winners, and their average 
earning power likewise should be showD, os 
one great trotter by no means makes a family 
specially meritorious. R. T. C. won $32,0- 
last ‘year, and Charlie Mitchell is credited 
with $15,000, wherefore their sires, Prince 
march and Marvelous, are in the limelight. 
The last named had no other winning trotter 
than Mitchell out in 1911, but what that geid- 
ing did placed Mitchell in the list of the first 
twenty winning sires for the year.

compiled by the Horse Review, but as abe

“Chick” has a sunny disposition and 
makes friends wherever he goes. In his 
desire to act the sportsman he frequently 
concedes more than he should, and his gen- 
erosity along this line frequently has been 
criticised. In his earlier matches he was 
handicapped by his size but latterly he 
has filled out, and can hold his own with 
most of the long smiters of the country. 
The strength of his play lies largely in his 
excellent iron work, In this department 
he plays with the precision of the top notch 
professionals. Since leaving Northwestern 
university “Chick” has been associated 
with a Chicago bond house.

Questions and Answers. 

Poultry Editor Tribune—Having read 
your articie about back yard poultry rait- 
ing, and being much interested, I would be 
thankful for all the information you can give 
me in regard to raising baby chicks after 
they are taken out of the incubator. ‘What 
is best to feed them, and how long before 
they should get their first food. . J. P. H. 

Answer—Do not give the néwly hatched 
chicks anything to eat for the first thirty- 
six hours. They need rest from pipping the 
shell and time ‘to digest the yolk of the eggs 
they assimilate before leaving the shell. 
After this time has elapsed you can give 
them commercial chick,food, or you might 
also give them a little hard belled egg, but 
not too much of the latter, as it is hard to 
digest. By all means supply them with fite 
grit‘'and charcoal, a little milk or water. 

Poultry Editor Tribune—I have a shed on 
the rear of a lot, the L read running down 
the alley just back of it. Do you think this 
would make a good incubator room? I 
might say when the L goes by the light flick- 
ers, and when the train has passed it settles 
down 10 a steady flame again. Any in- 
formation on this subject would be appre- 
ciated. D.-R. T. 

Atswer—Under the conditions named your 
shed is not a desirable place for operating an 
incubator. I have known good hatches 
brought out in a building next to a steam 
railroad track, but the trains on the elevated 
road run. more frequently and preduce too 
much vibration for the successful operation 
ofan incubator.

At 
last one day my inspiration came. 

A friend called upon me on her way home 
from a fruitless shopping expedition much 
Siemectisfied with her attempts to find the 
kind of corset cover she desired. My friend 


‘was stout and wanted a plain, tight fitting, 


high necked corset cover, and it was not to 
be had in the city. 

When she had gone an idea began to take 
shape in my mina. This idea grew until I 
resolved to try it. Next day I went down- 
town and purchased ten yarde of the best 
cotton and three plain dress waist patterns, 
sizes 40, 42, and44. By laying the back forms 
of the patterns on a plain piece of paper 
I soon evolved a corset cover pattern without 
geams in the back and went towork. I found 
I could make them easily and ewiftly after 
a@ Uttle practice and I inserted a modest ad 
in the paper: ‘‘ Perfectly plain, high necked, 
and tight fitting corset covers made from 
best cotton; ‘price 40 cents.” 

I soon had all I could do and mafi orders 
as well. I can make six or seven easily in a 
day and could makea dozen if my orders were 
rushing. I have added many otherwise unat- 
tainable luxuries: to our life besides saving 
for a rainy day and the education of my chil- 
dren.

On arriving 
at the place, which in my eager expectation 
I had pictured as being a magnificently ap- 
pointed, up to date office, I was ushered into 
a dingy room which proved to be an em- 
ployment bureau and was informed that I 


could start to work at once, the concern 
needing the girls being located over on the 
west side, that a fee of $2 plus the forfeit of 
a full week's wages was necessary to secure 
the lucrative and desirable position. Al- 
though disliking to accept such unreasonable 
terms, but being determined to make a‘start 
by all means, I decided to accept this offer 
and went to work the sameafternoon. Upon 
informing my father that night of my experi- 
ence, he at dnce decided that I had been vic- 
timized and immediately took steps 40 com- 
pel the return of the mogey I had so foolish- 
ly parted with, which was reluctantly done 
after much parleying between the two con- 
cerns. Greatly disheartened at ‘the disas- 
trous and rather sudden ending 6f my first 
position, but still determined to try again, I 
answered an ad in THE TRIBUNE the fol- 
lowing Sunday, through it securing a posi- 
tion’ with a good substantia! firm, where Iam 
still employed.

Selling Grape Fruit Marmalade. 

MRS. L. H.: To my mind there is no rea- 
son why you should not make a good suc- 
cess selling the marmalade. The recipe 
which you ask for follows: A clear, delicate 
marmalade is made by taking three grape 
fruit, weighing something over three pounds 
in all, making about three pints when cut 
up. Wash carefully, slice in thin strips, 
removing white center and seeds. Soak in 
twice the measyre of water for three days, 
stirring each day. On the third day boll 
until tender, add seven pounds of sugar pre- 
viously heated, and boil until it thickens, 
stirring frequently. The time of bolling 
varies, but usually requires three hours or 
more. This quantity should fill about four- 
teen glasses of ordinary size. 

In regard to furnishing tfunches for 
motor parties, sandwiches are of course one 
of the principal things. 

A favorite English luncheon sandwich for 
those who are spending a day in ths open 
air—walking, golfing, or shooting—is made 
in the following way: Butter slices of whole 
meal or white bread, and sprinkle lightly 
with cayenne, then lay between them a slice 
of ham, glazed over thinly with oragne 
marmalade. The flavor is unusual, but 
piquant~and delicious. It is a sandwich that 
finds particular favor with hunting men.

Then my labors became lighter, for wher 
the fact became known that I was the re- 
porter for the —— items which had pre- 
viously been sent directly to the paper were 
sent to me, thereby adding to mg income 
greatly and making my work much lighter. 
The one thing I determined to do, and suc- 
ceeded in carrying that determination into 
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effect, was to avoid gossip or scandal of any 
kind; never casting reflection upon any 
member of the community in which I lived. 
While calling upon a neighbor one day, who 
was rehearsing a choice bit of gossip she had 
heard, she turned to me and said: “ Why 
have you not heard it? I should think any 
one going around town as you do would hear 
these things." It was not that r had not 
heard it, but my policy was never to repeat 
what I had heard in this line, either pergon- 
ally or through the columns of the paper. 

In a community were there are numerous 
churches, various lodges ard secret societies, 
clubs, both social and literary, numerous 
schools, to say rothing of social functions cf 
lesser note at all times, I found sufficient 
material for my work = dipping into 
scandal and gossip. 

After having served te. dete capacity for 
some time and finding the work not only 
profitable financially but a pleasure in every 
respect, I was obliged to give it up for other 
cdutiés; but it opened the way by which I 
have earned many dollars since then by 
writing for various periodicals during my 
leisure time, and gave me the opportunty to 
“bring out™ the small amount of ability I 
possessed unconsciously.

Small Capital Needed. 

Wohlenberge’s answer to Schafer’s com- 
plaint revealed many details of the business 
and particularly pointed out the ridiculously 
small amount of capital necessary in the 
conduct of a loan shark office. The firm 
started business in June, 1911, on a cash 
capital of $391.14. This was increased from 
time to time until, according to Wohlenberg, 
Schafer had invested a total of not more 
than $4,300. Some idea of the profits may 
be obtained from Wohlenberg’s sworn state- 
ment that Schafer drew out $63.60 in July, 
1911; $124.90 in August of that year, $300 in 
September, $200 in October, and $200 in Feb- 
ruary, 1912. 

As his compensation Wohlenberg received 
one-half of the interest charged upon paid 


Joans after..deducting expensés. During 
many months the largest portions of the 
loans made to borrowers were taken out of. 
moneys paid in as interest, so that the vic- 
tims of the usurious rates of ieoueene charged 
really furnished the capital on which the 
firm did business. 

Most loan sharks seek to conceal the fact by 
means of cleverly worded notes that they 
are charging an illegal rate of interest, but 
Wohlenberg, in his’ sworn statement, de- 
clares: “ That the object and purpose of 
which said businéss was started, and carried 
en from its inception hitherto, was wholly 
and entirely the loaning of money to indi- 


vidual borrowers at higher rates of interest | 


than 7 per cent per annum, contrary to the 
statute of the state of Illindis, in such case 
made and provided, and that no other busi- 
ness than the loaning of money to indi- 
viduals at said usurious rates of interest 
was intended to be carried on at the time of 
the making of said instrument.

Use Sticks for Wings. 


For the main wings make two sticks one-. 


eighth of an inch square and twenty inches 
long. and connect them by four ribs of rat- 
tan or bamboo, or of thin pine wet and bent 
to a curve as shown, the curve being about 
a quarter of an inch deep, an inch and a half 
pack from the front wing edge. After cut- 
ting the aticks sew the cloth (China silk) with 
tucks where each rib came’, and also for the 
front and rear spar. Cut out the cloth where 
the sticks crogs each other so that when you 
stick the spars and ribs through the tucks 
you can tie the sticks at the crossing points.

Some of my ‘most cherished pieces 
have come to grief because ihiness or a press 
of other calls upan my..time foreed. me to 
leave to a maid the inepection of my linen 
before it went to the’ wash and on its return. 

If you'mean to save your sheets and pil- 

low. slips, and towels, you must give them a 
glance before they go into the laundress’ 
henda. Often a stitch set then will heal 
@ little break : ‘that: waghing would develop 
into’ a gaping hote..’ The: hematitching of 
your towels -which has ‘begun to break may 
be caught up ip two minutes now. Ifyou 
wajt unti] it cafes home you will find the

One Inspection. Not ‘Enoki 

Even the preliniinary inspection of the 
linen does not’ do al) for it that is needed, 
The fierce winds which fall to our lot at 


-@lmost any season of'the yesr try the en- 


durance of our household linen as well as 
of our body clothing,, and you will find a 
sheet or pillow siip that went out in ap- 
parently perfect integrity come in with the 
hem whipped away from its ora 
slit:in the body of the piece: If: ‘it is put 
into use without repairing hole will 
grow to formidable dimensions and possibly 
the whole piece go to wreck. Look over all 
the linen as it comes in.from the wash and 
before it goes on the shelves. 

If, fis be true of bed and body linen, it is 
even more the case - with table linen, for 
this is usually of a more fragile nature. 
Cotton, heavy fjinen, and “buck” will 
gtand a strain which would be fatal to 


delicate damask. The lace trimming ona . 


center piece will wear away at the edges, 
the hemstitching of a doiley will break, a 
frayed spot will come in a fine tableciotp. 
This is thebeginning of the end for that 
piece, but its life may be well prolonged 
by care. Mend any spot of this sort before 
the linen. is washed, and if the stitches are 
caréfully set, the darning delicately done, 
you will have weeks of good yet from the 
mended article. I have tablecloths in serv- 
ice now which have been darned in a dozen 
places and are still good ‘for family use 
when the mats and doilies can be placed 
to shelter the traces of economy. 

Is {t-necessary to-say a word of caution 
here about the washing of damask and 
lmen? You who eo your own work or who 
stand over the laundress while she do-s 
it may be able to gvoid detersives. which 
damage, but the average washwoman does 
not think it possible to get. things clean 
without the use of soap powder or fluid.

A towel or a napkin should 
not be permitted to get. so dirty that it 
takes hard scrubbing to get itclean, Such 
scrubbing may safely..be said‘ to injure.the 
fabric es much as the detersive. Many 
housekeepers complain they cannot afford 
frequent changes of linen at table or of 
towels, but in the end it'turns out to be the 
poorest sort of economy to change so seldom 
that the article is stiff with dirt. Washing 
costs less than new supplies, and the sooner 
this is learned the’ better for the purse. 

But with the utmost care new supplies 
must be purchased now and then, and the 
best way to replenish the stock. is' by de- 
grees. Don't wait until everything is worn 
out before you begin to ley in more. but buy 
@ you have opportunity. Except to a 
rather prosperous hougekeeper the pull of 
buying a dozen or two, of new towels ie 
prettv severe, and it: is as hard to get'2

Watch for “Wh hite Sales."’ 


Keep a lookout for the announcement of 
“white sales,”" and when one of these is 
advertised pick up a few bargains.

Do this as vou have.the 
chance. You won't feel itif you get a couple 
th. @ pair, of sheets every 
other month. A dozén napkins or even a 
tablecloth jg more.of-a:tug—I have never 
seen the time when good damask did not 
make a strain on the purse—but even that is 
easier than finding all the table linen gone in 
holes at once and the necessity of getting 

a fresh stock all over ‘the establishment 
can you at one time.

Ways @ chance that you will find articies 
vt e@ good deal less than they would beasa 
general thing. 

Practice linen economies when you can. 
Don't give the smal! boys the finest quality 


' Of towels to dry their hands on. Don't you 


know. how .tlie little chaps use water and 
soap just to loosen the dirt, and then em- 
ploy the towels to remove it? Can't you 
think of the amount of rubbing which wij) 
be needed to. cleans¢ that towel later and 
the wear it will mean on the fabric? So get 
@ good cotton towel for coarse wear and 
save the huck and damask for older per- 
sons who will be muore careful in thel 
service of the fine goods. 

Never throw away a bit of neupehiae 
linen. When your sheets wear thin in the 
middie turn them; when your tabseciouns 
give out, cut them over for fish and potat: 
cloths and the like; convert your Worp- 
out towels into washcloths. and savé s!! 
small fragments for sickness and wounds. 
Old linen is always in demand and grate- 
fully received. No scrap is too small to be 
“pot worth while.’

How to Make Apple Salad. 

“I inclose a recipe for appie and. onion 
salad which we think delicious. Also « 
recipe for salad dressing. 

“ APPLE SALAD.—Cut four or five nice, 
firm, tart applies into dice and grate a me- 

dium sized onion fine. Cut into dice one 
large or two smal! stalks of tender celery 
and chop somewhat coarsely a handful of 
English walnut meats. 

“ Mix and toss these together with a sil- 
ver fork; sprinkle with salt and pepper to 
taste, and pour over all a nice salad dress- 
ing blended wtih a few spoonfuls of cream 
(half as much as you have dressing) and 
sweetened to your liking. 

* Set in ice until you are ready to serve. 

“BOILED SALAD DRESSING.—One 
cup of vinegar, half a cup of sugar, half 
a cup of cold water, yolks of two eggs, 
butter the size of a walnut, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a level teaspoonful of 
made mustard, a pinch of cayenne pepper, 
and two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch wet 
up with a little milk. 

“Beat vinegar and water to boiling. 
Beat the eggs light and mix with the other 
ingredients, pouring the hot vinegar and 
water slowly overthem. Stir until they are 
all cooked and blended well. Add corn- 
starch if the dressing be not of the con- 
sistency of thick ‘double cream.” When 
it ig done, pour into a fruit jar and set in 
a cool place. When you wish to use alittle 
of it, beat in a little more cream. This 
dressing keeps long and well and is handy 
to have in the house when one would make 
a salad in a hurry.

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Appliquéing a lace or embroidery medallion 
on a garment will often help in the scheme 
of decoration, and it is not difficult work, 
The medallion is basted down around the 
edge so that there is not the slightest dis- 
position to pucker, or to let the material 
underneath do so, and, using a fine thread 
and needle, the edge is hemmed down every- 
where. Of course, the smallest’ possible 
stitches must be taken, and the thread must 
not be pulled tod tight.

Where lace insertions and edgings are used 
as trimming, whether on lingerie or dresses, 
the work ‘should be done by hand. It does 
not take so much longer, and the result is 
much more satisfactory. Where a curved 
outline is to be followed, the Insertion should 
first be basted around the bottom or larger 


braids are stitched on the machine after be- 
ing carefully basted down. 

Where. dresses are trimmed with bands 
made from the same or some contrasting 
material they should always be cut on a 
true bias. Then if they are to be set on 
Straight around, or up and down, It is an-easy 
matter to put them on straight by measuring. 
First, though, they must be turned in evenly 
on both e@ges and smoothly preseed. These 
bias lengths are easily stretched and have to 
be carefully handled fn consequence. 

In applying them to ‘the garment it ts a 
g00d plan ‘to have smal! sized pins and use 
these to hold them in place while basting. A 
bias band must be basted close to both edges 
before stitching down. Where a fold or wide 
bias band is to be set around or near the 
bottom of a skirt ft is necessary to stretch 
the lower edge slightly to make it sit 
smoothly around the skirt edge. 

These bands are usually turned up once 
around the edge which is to be the lower one 
and stitched a little up from the edge. Then 
the band is pinned in place around the bot- 
tom and then at the top before basting and 
stitching at the top. 
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line of the curve. Then a thread should be 


pulled up in the opposite edge of the inser- 


tion to make it fit around the other edgé> 

Baste this edge down carefully, not letting 
the fullness pull off to one side in any place. 
Using a fine needle and thread, overhand or 
hem ‘over the edge of the insertion, taking 
the stitches through the, cloth also. Turn 
the material to the wrong side and cut away 
under the lace, leaving about an eighth of an 
inch margin on‘each side. | 

Fold the cloth so that the edge of the inser- 
tion is in the edge of the fold and overhand 
in small, closely taken stitches, directly over 
the insertion edge and through the material 
as well. In this overhanding, the raw edge 
will be caught in and roll of itself, and when 
straightened out it looks as if the lace were 
woven in. 

Then, of course, there is the more unusual 
way of rolling the raw edge back on both 
edges of the insertion and hemming it. | If 
the roll is narrow and even this isa pretty 
and substantial way also.

Mven 
in marrying, it seems, there is a favorite age, 
an age, apparently, when girls are most charm- 
ing and a lover most likely to prevail. rom 
the days of our grandmothers, who married 
under 18 for the most part, the pendulum 
swung far out to the 80s about half a decade 
ago and mow seems to be gradually getting 
nearer and nearer to 20. 

From a computation based on the marriage 
licenses faswed in the city of Chicago during 
the last aix months, it appears quite probable 
that you will marry a person of your own age. 
In mapy cases, to be sure, there is a great 
disparity of age, but it is one chance in 
‘twelve that you will marry some one who is 
just as old as you are.

first provide himself with a long lw 
rakish craft sufficiently light in draft té 
cruise in shallow lagoons and sufficiently 
stanch in build to weather-a West Indian 
hurricane. It should have white awnings, 
under: which one may sit as the vessel bears 
southward on the gentle swells of the Gulf 


stream, and a trim deck upon which to pace 
to and fro with an eagle.eye sweeping the 
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THE SUN DROPPED SLOWLY- 
horizon. This sort of a craft seems req- 
nisite to the sentimental spirit of such a 
voyage of discovery and accordingly a 
schooner of this description was chartered. 
It had only one fault. It leaked so bad- 
ly when it reached Florida after a stormy 
run from New York that the skipper de- 
cided he would prefer to de his exploring as 
near the shore as possible. Other boats then 
were considered and at ‘last a large power 
yacht was secured, It was built like a 
torpedo destroyer, 105 feet long, with two 
300 horsepower engines that consumed forty 
gallons of gasoline an hour. It was long and 
low, but rather more “ rock-ish” that “ rak- 
ish ” as was discovered when we struck rough 
water. It was the “first important discov- 
ery of the voyage. She carried.a comple- 
ment of nine men. There were po sails, 
nothing but gasoline engines, and to satisfy 
the enormous appetites of these engines in a 
crf‘se through untraveled islands far from 
the source of supplies, a great deal of gaso- 
line had to be taken aboard. The tanks 
were filled, twenty-five ten gallon cases were 
stacked on deck and nine large fifty gallon 
steel drums were lashed to the rails. The 
presence of all this gasoline clashed some- 
what with romantic ideas, but there was a 
pleasing spice of danger in the thought of 
cruising about on a volcano of combustibles. 

The plah of the voyage was somewhat 
vague, but in a general way it was the pur- 
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pose to go first to Nassau, famous in pirate 
history, and then cruise along the Out is- 
lands of the Bahamas, touching at Eleuthere, 
Cat island, Watling’s island, Rum Key, For- 
tune island, and possibly Turk’s island, end 
finally Tortuga, the most famous of all pi- 
rate places. In this cruise we should con- 
stantly be in waters and among islands rich 
iu buecaneer lore and in distric*’’ seldom 
visited by white men. 

It was the skipper’s plan to cruise down 
to the Florida Light, lie there until early 


morning, and then make a dash across the 


N exploring Pirate {slands, one should 
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Gulf stream, if weather conditions were 
favorable. A “norther” had been blowing 
fiercely fer two days and the sea out beyond 
the light was rough—how rough we didn’t 


know, but the skipper thought the wind and 


sea might go down sufficiently for the yacht 
to get across the stream on her way to Nas- 
sau. The first ten miles after we started 
were iff a broad and sheltered bay, where it 

zs was possible to lean comfortably back in 
sleck chairs and gloat upon the pleasures of 
pirating. The name of the yacht was the 
Heather, rhyming with “ always fair weath- 
er.” 

It anchored just under the light and then 
proceeded earnestly to roll and wallow.’ ‘The 
deck load of gasoline seemed to act as a 
pendulum that facilitated’ the rolling very 
much, not only raising the center of gravity 
of the yacht, but threatening to raise a good 
many other things. | 

By 10 o'clock the yacht was silent. Every- 
body was trying t® store up some sleep be- 
fore striking the Gulf stream. -When a 
heavy “ norther ” traveiing south meets a 

' Gulf stream trgeveling north, the consequences 
are open to criticism. At about 5 o'clock 
everybody on board was awakened by the 
sudden thrash of the propellers. We were 
under way. In a few minutes we should 
know whether ‘the “norther’’ bad spent its 
fury. or the first half hour it was not so 
bad, although the yacht pitched and rolled 
alarmingly. Then something bappened. The 
yacht staggered under @ blow that made her 
tremblé, with her propellers “racing.” and 
her nose deep in the sea ahead... For a mo- 


“ment it was thought that she had decided to ~ 


be a submarine instead of a torpedo” boat. 
But she dizzily swung back and then ‘began 
to slide down a long hill, at the bottom of 
which @ mountain of sea dropped on her bow 


with a startling crash. This was only the 7 


beginning. For the next hour the yacht stag- 
gered, bucked, reeled, plunged, and trembled, 
burying her nose. and shaking her tail so fear- 
somely that those below were dreading what 
would happen next. The hatches and com- 
panions were closed and secured, giving the 
pleasant sense of security that is felt’ by the 
well known rat in a trap. My cabin mate, 
who had been vainly trying to stick in his 
bunk, was heard to remark ‘to himself that 
he had had enough of Pirate islands; Man- 
hattan island was the only one he was in- 
terested in and he wanted to reach it as soon 
as the fastest train could get him there. 

At last, after more than an hour of agony, 
there was a whirling reel, a dizzy roll or two, 

-* and then an hour more of this, after which 
the sea abruptly subsided. 

“ Hooray,” we thought. “ We're across 
the Gulf stream at last. The agony’s over.” 

But it wasn’t, as a look through the port 
hole proved. There was Florida Light and 
it dawned slowly and sickeningly upon us 
that we were back where we started from. 
The captain said the boat couldn’t stand 
much more of that sea outside and for the 
first time in thirty-two years he had turned 
back. } 

That day two of our “ pirates” left the 
yacht to take the regular boat across to 
Nassau and said they would meet us over 
there. The next night at midnight the 
Heather made another try at the Gulf etwam 
and succeeded in getting across. We dé- 
cided not to stop at the Bimini islands, where 
Ponce de Leon thought the Fountain of 
Eternal Youth was lotated. “We weren’t 
looking for any more water, eve. of such 
an excellent kind, at this time. 

You cannot have adventures without look- 
ing for them. For example, we might have 
continued our voyage across to Nassau and 
landed safely and without further mishap. 
But as we got im the shelter of the islands 
along late in the afternoon the sea was so 
smooth that some one thdught it would be 
an excellent idea to visit Andros island, a 
large and little known one of the Bahama 


gan’s bluff. Sir Henry Morgan is supposgd 
to have: used this spot as a haven of refuge 
when pursued by foes, for when once in the 
treacherous waters that surround the island 
he was safe from larger ships. The name 
_ Morgan's bloff had a most appealingly pirati- 


"eal sound. Many parts of the island have - 


never been penetrated by white men, and 
the negroes who.sparsely populate the shores 
are said to have reverted back to African 
barbarism. It sounded attractive. A lonely 
island was what our adventurous souls de- 
 manded. | 
There was one difficulty. The captain said 
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and stumbled across the coral. incrusted 
beach, floundering over its lavalike and 
jagged surface, or plunging into pools left by 
the receding tide. It was low tide and we 
carried our things to the beach just above 
the coral rocks and just at the edge of the 
low jungle growth of mangroves that fringed 
the -shore. 

The driftwood furnished us fuel for a fire 
and with all the sensations of shipwrecked 
mariners on a desert island we at last 
stretched out on the beach to sleep. A si- 
lence unbelievable hung over the” lonely 
beach, but as the hours passed the sounds 
of lappi waters were heard as the tide 
crept in over the long stretch of coral rock. 
It finally approached to within a yard of the 
fire. We were up by dawn and a meager 
breakfast was cooked. The sea was peaceful 
and the only disturbance on its surface was 
where a long curling crest of foam marked the 
barrier reef, as it broke with a roar like thet 
of a fast train crossing a distant bridge. We 
thanked our lucky stars that a kindly fate 
had guided us safely over that sinister reef. 

In the morning we explored the beach for 
a mile or two north in the hope that we 
might find some wild fowl, but there -was 
no sign of any—nothing but a lonely beach 
and a seemingly endless stretch-of low man- 
grove trees. Far to the north, across a great 
lagoon, a few native houses were seen, but 
they were too far away to communicate with 
and thus learn where we were. So we fre- 
turned to the camp and decided to start for 
Nassau nearly forty miles away and across 
the tongue of the ocean. As the Sun Dog 
could make only five miles an hdur it would 
take us nearly eight hours to get across, half 
of which time we should be out of sight of 
land. At 11 o'clock we embarked, steered 
carefully across the lagoon, the waters of 
which were so clear that the wonderful 
marine gardens were seen fathoms below. 
It was like sailing in an aeroplane, so trans- 
parent was the water and so distinctly visible 
were the strange submarine rocks and plant 
life. Queer fishes sailed along below like 
birds in the air. Very cautiously we ap- 
proached tue reef and safely crossed it at a 
point where the foam wasot breaking. We 
shuddered to think how blindly we had 
rushed it in the darkness of the night before, 
and realized how miraculous had been our 
escape. We thought of it with awe, for 
there seemed to be the evidence of a guiding 
hand that had piloted us safely across. For 
miles in each direction the unbroken crest of 
foam was visible and yet in the darkness 
we had taken the reef at full speed, ignorant 
that a reef was even there. 

For the first hour of our voyage back the 
sea was tranquil. Land dropped from sight 
and we found ourselves puffing along in a 
tiny boat as much at sea as though we were 
in the middle of the Atlantic and much more 
in danger, for the tongue of the ocean is 
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he couldn’t take us to ‘Andros and make 
Nassau in daylignt and in the time which 
was necessary in crossing the reefs at the 
entrance to the harbor. It was then pro- 
posed the: yacht continue on to Nassau while 
we take the little gasoline launch, the Sun 
Dog, stock her with guns, food, water, and 
blankets, and go to Andros in it. The sea 
was calm and we felt we could safely make 
the run to the island before dark. At 5 
o'clock we left the Heather, carrying with us 
a chart with a compass course laid out upon 
it. ° 

It was a long trip. For an hour the Sun 
Dog puffed bravely on and then the sun be- 
gan-to sink ominously near the horizon. An- 
other half hour and the sea’ was in dark- 
ness with the island so fgr away as to seem 
like an unattainable mirage. We never 
seemed to get nearer to it and perhaps we 
should not have been so anxious to reach it 
had we known that there was a dangerous 
reef that lay a mile out from the shore.

Without warning we discovered it with its 
tumbling waters black and sinister, so close 
that it was terrifying. 1 thought a tidal wave 
was bearing down upon us, for in the dark- 
ness the great uplifts of water looked like 
huge black glistening rocks There was a 
sudden grinding on the keel and we lurched 
over the reef and into the lagoon. Here 
there was even moré trouble, for the lagoon 
was full of “nigger heads”—<oral peaks 
that rise from the bottem and lurk near the 
surface of the water and invisible at dight. 
Once we struck on one of these peaks but 
slid off without disaster, a good fortune due 
to the-fact that we were moving so slowly. 
Had we been going full speed the bottom 
of the launch would have’ been ripped off. 

It was intensely dark. when we reached 
the low lying shore. The last hundred yards 
we waded, floundering over the uneven coral 
that ined the bed of the sea. In the dark- 
ness and with only a little electric handlight 
to show the way, we got our things ashore 
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sweep down and scatter luckless little boats 
to the four winds. At the end of the second 
hour a breeze sprung up and the sea became 
choppy. We watched the quick transforma- 
tion with anxiety, for it is no joke to be out 
in a gasoline launch in a storm. Within 
fifteen minutes from the moment we first 
felt the breeze spring up the sea had risen 
ominously and big black clouds were bearing 
down upon us. The wind had increased to 
the velocity of a gale. It was not reassur- 
ing to note the look of anxiety on the face 
of our sailor, for his face was usually as 
passive and unemotional as a piece of stone. 
He was now plainly worried. The waves 
were breaking against tee bow of the Sun 
Dog and sendifg volumes of water into the 
little cockpit. The hood was raised, but as 
we crowded under it the feeling of helpless- 
ness was heightened a hundredfold, even 
though it warded off the deluge of water. 
There were no life preservers in the boat, a 
fact that did not add to our equanimity. It 
was impossible to keep the boat on her com- 
pass course, for the seas beat her off so sav- 
agely that in*time we feared we were mak- 
ing no headway at all. How soon the gaso- 
line would run out became an important con- 
sideration, and how soon a sea larger than 
the others would come on board and swamp 
us became the one anxious thought of all 
4 great deal of water had been shipped and 
the flywheel of the engine was throwing out 
a fountain of spray as it revolved through 
the rapidly increasing water im the bottom 
af the boat. As we later learned, the launch 
bad sprung a leak when she struck the reef 
the night before. but we didn’t know this 
at the time. One man worked with the hand 


pump, but the water that broke over the 
sides made this seem futile. I don’t be 
lieve I had ever in my life been so keenly 
conscious of impending disaster, when de- 
struction seemed so much more probable than 
deliverance. The chances, seemed ten to one 
against our ever getting out alive and I 
found myself analyzing my emotions under 
these circumstances. If we continued in our 
course a big head sea would sooner or later

get us and finally in desperation we decided 


to turn and try to make Andros island again. 
We could take the seas behind us far more 


safely than by bucking into them head on, . 


but in order to reach the island we should 
have to take the quartering or else miss 
the island entirely. Going with the waves 
was like the wild rush down a roller coaster 
with a pause on the crest of a wave and 


‘q@hen another dizzy rush down the hill of 


water. One man kept a lookout behind and 
signaled when a heavier wave than usual 
was coming. The launch was then swung: 
to take it fairly in the stern and after the 
wave had passed the course would be turned 
for a few minutes at a time in the general 
direction of the island. In this way we stag- 
gered and zigzagged on for nearly two hours, 
pumping water every minute and tenaciously 
hoping that the engine would not die or the 
gasoline run out. At. last land was sighted 
and we nerved ourselves for the reef. We 
had to cross it or else lose all hope of ever 
reaching land.

Theres no joy in the 
city on the Thames for 
those who now sée that 
their time of favoritism 
has gone forever. Every 

day is Blue Monday. 

. Queen Mary, supported in her theories by 
the king, is determined that the old time set 
that found favor in the eyes of King Edward 
shall not rule the fashionable world of which 
London is the center any longer. And so 
those persons who haye come under the royal 
disfavor are ho longer requested to be in at- 
tendance at presentations, nor have any of 
the invitations which they sent the king and 
queen been answered with anything except 
“ regrets.” 

And, of course, there is tevolution. 

Those who were in favor.in another régime 
are disgusted with things in general. Things 
are too quiet. There is no royal favor for ‘the 
fast little parties that once were supposed to 
be just the proper thing.

All those 
who survived the change and who remained 
in the favor of Queen Mary stay religiously 
away. Lady Paget is being forgotten—and 
Lady Paget doesn't like it. .

Nor do any of the others who have discov- 
ered that Queen Mary has decided to reform 
them. That she has done, and if it is neces- 
sary the queen intends to do a real job of 
washing—and ironing, too. There are to be 
no loose morals. There are to be no more 
fast dinners, no winings and dinings of the 
set that went on when King Edward ruled.

King 
Edward liked him as he had never liked any 
one before, and the “count” had everything 
his own way. One morning Lord Hastings, a 
friend of King Edward, arrived hurriedly in 
London and went to the “count’s” apart- 
ments. He had come from the continent, and 
with him he had brought the knowledge that 
the “count” was really an ex-convict. He 
confronted the impostor with the knowledge 
he had gained. A short time later the man 
was found dead in his rooms, a bullet hole in 
his forehead. 

It was the duty of a certain coterie to be 
continually giving dinners and luncheons in 
the honor of the king, where he would meet 
many persons he never would see under any 
other circumstances. If those persons hap- 
pened to possess the qualities that King Ed- 
ward desired he adopted their friendship. It 
was in this way that the king met Sam Lewis, 
the money lender, of London. 

But since the former king’s death things 
have changed a great deal. In the old days, 
while none of these persons were invited to 
the palace, the home of Queen Alexandra, the 
favoritism of the king gave them the right to 
enter every other form of English society. 
Thus King Edward and Queen Alexandra were 
often divided as to their friends. King George 
and Queen Mary are not. 

Since the queen has spoken, the king has 
agreed with her and aided her in der efforf 
to reform the so-called “ fast set.” Those who 
would desire to be found in favor with royalty 


must observe a code of rules that are strict 
and from which there is no deviation. There 
must be no drinking and carousing such as 
there were in the other days of royal régime. 
there must be no gambling; there must be no 
painting and powdering; there must be no 
extremes of dress.

rials and the ultra-expensive trimmings that 
there was once. o 

Picture hats have disappeared from the 
court of St. James. The queen doesn’t like 
them. There shall be no hobble skirts. When 
the queen holds her receptions they are usually 
of a sort that is called’ dull by those whose 
memories revert to other years in London. 
Instead of holding out until the early hours 
of the morning, as sometimes they did in the 
reign of King Edward, ‘they are over soon and 
the guests are departing by 11 o'clock. 

And this effort to reform the whole fash- 
ionable set of London has caused" revolution 
and discord. London society is being divided 
agaist itself. Those who are still in favor at 
court, those who are conservative to the ex- 


treme, assert that Queen Mary is absolutely 


right in her demands and in her efforts to re- 
form. On the other hand, there are those who 
proclaim the belief that the present English 
court is the dullest, deadest court that ever

@ poem, a short story, a gown, and a hat, and 
it is equally true of a letter. A’ personal let- 
ter should always be written on letter paper, 
not on a business paper, nor on a postal card. 
Personal taste must decide the color of the 
paper, but white or cream is preferable to all 
others. 

It is often said that Napoleon loved war 
and bloodshed too much to care about women, 
The fact that he was divorced from Joseph- 
ine proved that he had little of the lover about 
him. The truth of the matter was that he 
loved Josephine much, though he loved his 
crown more. He was too large in his em»- 
tions not to have a feeling of love for some 
woman and ‘his beautiful letters to Josephine 
prove this fact beyond a doubt. In a letter 
written to her from Port Maurice on April 3, 
1796, he shows that he understands how large 
a part love can play in the life of even a great 
man, and he confesses this love in fine words.

“TI have received all your letters (from 
Paris), but none has affected me like the 
last. How can you think, my charmer, of 
writing to me in such terms? Do you think 
my position is not already painful enough 
without further increasing my regrets and 
subverting my reason? 

“What eloquence, what feeling you display ; 
they are of fire, they inflame my poor heart. 
My only Josephine, away from you there is 
mo more joy—away from you the world is a 
wilderness in which I stand alone, and with- 
out one bliss of unburdening my soul. You 
have robbed me of, more than my soul; you 
are the one thought of my life. When I am 
weary of the worries of my profession, when 
I mistrust the issue, when men disgust me, 
when I am ready to curse my life, I put my 
hand on my heart where your portrait lies. 

“By what art have you learnt how to cap*

dear love, which will end only with me. To 
live for Josephine—that is the history of my 
life.

What an age it 
will be before you read these lines, the weak 
expressions of the fevered soul in which you 
reign. 

“Ah, my winsome wife, I know not what 
fate awaits me, but if it keeps me much long- 
er from you it will ‘be unbearable—my 
strength will not last. There was a time in 
which I prided myself on my strength, and 
sometimes when casting my eyes on the ills 
which men might do me, on the fate that des- 


- tipy might have in store for me, I have 


gazed_ steadily on the most incredible misfor- 
tunes withont a wrinkle on my brow or a 
vestige of surprise. But today the thought 
that my Josephine might be ill, and above all 
the cruel, the fatal thought that she might 
love me less blights my soul, stops my pulse, 
makes me wretched and dejected, without 
leaving me the courage of fury and despair.”

» Henry VIII. as a Lover. 

Henry VIII., the amorous and wicked king 
of England, is an illustration in point. 
Though he had niany sweethearts and wives 


his love letters to Anne Boleyn show that he. 


loved her at the time that he courted her. 
The letters he wrote her are supposed to have 
been stolen from«her during her brief queen- 
ship, and -were found years later in the li- 
brary of the vatican in Rome. Most of them 
were written in French, although une or two 
are in English. Though many of his letters 
are stilted according to our modern way of 
thinking, they show real affection. One of 
the most interesting of his letters is the fol- 
lowing : 

“My Mistress and Friend.—My heart. and 
I surrender ourselves into your hands, he- 
seeching you to hold us commended to your 
favour, and that by absence your affection to 
us may not be lessened; for it would be a 
great pity to increase our pain, of which ab-

Such Is Trust of Great Love. 
The letters that Anne Boleyn wrote to 
Henry VIII. are even more delightful. After 
she was sure of his love she was not afraid 


to confess her affection in the warmest, and 
sincerest fashion. This is proven by the fact 
that she retained this feeling of love and 
devotion even after she had been sent to the 
tower and was awaiting her day for execu- 
tion. The letter written from the tower, 
May, 1536, proves this. The letter is so long 
that I shall only quote a part: 

“Sir—Your grace’s displeasure and my 
imprisonment are things so strange unto me, 
as to what to write or what to excuse, | am 
altogether ignorant, whereas you send unto 
me by such an one whom you know to be 
mine ancient, professed enemy. I no sooner 


_ received this message by him than I rightly 


conceived your meaning; and if, as you say, 
confessing a truth may procure my safety, I 
shall with all willingness and duty perform 
your command. Beata 

“To speak truth, never prince had a wife 
more loyal in all: duty, and all true affection 
than you have ever found in Anne Boleyn, 
with which name I could willingly have con- 
tented myself, if God and your grace’s pleas- 


“ure had been so pleased. Neither did I, at 


any time, so far forget myself in my exalta- 
tion, or received queenship but that I always 


looked for such an alternation as I now find; 
for the ground of my preferment being on no 
surer foundation than your grace’s fancy. 
You have chosen me from a low estate to be 
your queen, and companion, far above my 
desert and desire. If then you have found 
me worthy of such ktonour, good your grace, 
let not any light fancy, or bad counsel of mine 
enemies, withdraw your princely favour from 
me; neither let that stain, that unworthy 
stain of a disloyal heart towards your grace, 
ever cast so foul a blot on your most dutiful 
wife, and the infant princess your daughter.

Gentle Words of Mary Wollstonecraft. 
The name of Mary Wollstonecraft is bet- 
ter known, perhaps, than any facts concern- 
ing her. She was the mother of Mary Shelley, 
the poet's wife, and she was a woman-of. su- 
perior attainments. Her childhood and girl- 
hood had been unhappy.. Later she met a 
Capt. Imlay, who feigned to have the great- 
est love for her, gnd perhaps he did for a 
while, but he did not remain true to his feel- 
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She loved him with all a young girl’s ten- 
derness and feeling, and she was not ashamed 
to let her love be known in gentlest and most 
sympathetic words. There is a sweetness and 
a true clang to all her letters, whether she 
was happy or in a mood where she doubted 
his sincerity for the moment. A typical love 
letter is the - following: 

“Mary Wollstonecraft to Capt. Imlay. 
Past 2 o'clock, Monday, August, 1793.—I obey 
an emotion of my heart, which made me think 
of wishing thee,my love good night, before I 
go to rest, with more tenderness than I can 
tomorrow, when writing a hasty line or two 
under colonel'’s eye. You can scarcely imag- 
ine with what pleasure I anticipate the day 
when we are to begin almost to live together; 
and you would smile to hear how many plans 
of employment I have in my head now that I 
am confident my heart has found peace in 
your bosom. Cherish me with that dignified 
tenderness which I have only found in you, 
and your own dear girl will try to keep under 
a quickness of feeling that has sometimes 
given you pain. Yes, I will be good, that I 
may deserve to be happy. and whilst you love 
me, I can not again fall into that miserable 
state which renders life a burden almost too 
heavy to be borne. 

“But good night. God bless you. Sterne 
says that is equal to a kiss; yet I would 
rather give you the kiss into the bargain, 
glowing with gratitude to heaven and affec- 
tion to you.

Letter Written by Lafayette. 

There are few men who are more inter- 
esting both in public and private life than 
Gen. Lafayette. Though he was left an or- 
phan with a large fortune at the age of 13, 
he did not waste his money, his time nor bis 
affection. He courted the daughter of the 
Duke de Noaillies. a family of wealth and 
rank, but be asked her to become his wife 
because he loved her. One of his most eharm- 
ing letters was written to her frpm Charles- 
town on June 7, 1777: 

“I am still floating on this dreary plain, 
the most wearisome of all human habitations. 
To console myself a little, I think of you and 
of my friends, I think of the pleagure of see- 
ing you again. How delightful will be the 
moment of my. arrival; I shall hasten to sur- 
prise and embrace. you. I shall perhaps find 
you with the children. 

“fo think only of that happy moment is 
en inexpressible pleasure to me; do not fancy 
that it is distant; although the time of my 
absence will appear I own very long to me, 
yet we shall meet sooner than you can ex- 
pect, without being able to fix the day or 
the month of our reunion. _ 

“You must acknowledge, my love, that the 
occupation and situation I shall have are very 
different from those that were intended for 
me during that useless journey. While defend- 


ing the liberty I adore I shall enjoy perfect 


freedom myself, but I offer my services to 
that interesting republic from motives of the 
purest kind, unmixed with ambition or private 
views, her happiness and my glory are my, 
only incentives to the task. 

“TI hope that for my sake you will become 
a good American, for that feeling is worthy 
of every noble heart. The happiness of 
America is intimately connected with the hap- 
piness of all mankind; she will become the 
safe and respected asylum of virtue, integrity, 
toleration, equality, and tranquil happiness, 

“ Good-by. : Night obliges me to discontinue 
my letter, as I have recently forbidden any 
candles being used in my vessel; see how pru- 
dent I have become. Once more good-by. If 
my fingers be at all guided by my heart it is 
not necessary to see clearly that I leve you, 
and that I shall love you all my life.”

Love Knows No Creed. 

It is just a little difficult to think of a 
prim, conservative Puritan writing sweet and 
romantic love letters, and still there are few 
poets that wrote more tenderly to their lady 
loves than did John Winthrop, the figst gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. He was lord of Gro- 
ton Manor, and a lawyer by profession in 
England. He came to this country as fore- 
most leader of the Massachusetts Bay colony. 
Before he came to America he had married for 
a third time. Margaret Tyndal of Esgex was 
his third wife. They were passionately fond 
of each other and had a romantic courtship 
and wooing in England. She joined bim in 
New England the year after his arriva] and 
cheered him and gave him counsel in his most 
trying times. 

Their correspondence that remains is that 
which was written after they were married 
and separated by his coming to America. In 
1627 she wrote the following letter: 

“ Most dearest and Loveinge Husband: I 
can not express my love to you as I desire 
in these poore livelesse lines, but I doe hart- 
ily wish you did see my harte how true and 
faythfull it is to you, and how much I doe de- 
sire to be allwayes with you to injoy .the 
sweet comfort of your presence and those 
helps from you in sperituall and temperall 
dutyes I am so unfite to performe without 
you. 

“It makes me to see the want of you and 
wish myselfe with you, but I desire wee may 
be gided by God in all our wayes who is 
able to derect us for the best, and go I will 
wayt upon him with pacience, who ig all suf- 
ficient for me. I shall not need to right much 
to you at this time. My br ther Goslinge can 
tel you any thinge by word of month. I 
prayse God we are all hear in health as you 
left us and are glad to hear the same of you 
and all the rest of our friends at London. 

“My mother and myselfe remember our 
best love to you, and all the rest. @ur chil- 
dren remember theare duty to you and thus de- 
sirnge to be remembered in your prayers I bid 
my good Husband goodnight, little Semegwell, 
thinkes it is time for me to goe to bed, and 
so I beseech the Lord to keep you in safety 
and us all heare. Fare-well my sweet bus- 
band. Your obedient wife,

- subhilce indication that ‘ ‘the woman syfftage ‘situation is a ticklish 
one”. to be confronted some day. by the master, minds who fashion 
the ‘policies of partigs. ‘One ‘would scarce sispect’ Mr. Satterlee of 
“possessing a mind sufficiently. deep and broad to grasp the fullness of 
the significance that attaches to woman suffrage; and what he, states 
in’his proposed plank would in a very great measure be indorsed by 


“thousands of persons as ‘ill advised as himself as to the purposes of 


guffrage. Men who have not given-thought and consideration to the 

principles for which the woman siffragists have fouglt these many 

~- would most naturally fall into line with Mr. Satterlee. 
Mr... Satterlee says: 

We believe that the tis of nature and of’ nature’s God 
‘have immutably established the position .of woman in the 
-world. She can bear children, but cannot bear arms. As 
she cannot bear arms, she cannot declare war, support treaties, 
repel invasions, or enforce laws. These are powers based on 
physical prowess. Their. exercise interferes with bearing and 

-* fearing the young, which must go on unintérruptedly in the ' 

_ great scheme of world betterment. 

The political privileges connected with these powers go 

with the responsibilities that nature put on man. To attempt 

- through legislation to relieve man -of any share of that re- 
‘sponsibility, « ‘to divide it with othets’not fitted for it by 
nature, is an experiment for which there is no rational 
excuse except the constantly growing aspirations of. woman- 
hood for wider fields of effort. This has mistakenly turned 
in a political instead of an economic direction. . 

It rests with the women alone to fill the places in many 
fields of effort that are now inappropriately filled by men. 
* It rests with the man alone to accord to woman that large 

share of the regulation of mattcrs pertaining to her home, 
_ her separate property, and the education of her children, 
that she is entitled to and best fitted for. .°"'- 

The men ef Americ? cap -be confidently relied upon to 
do this under’ the changing conditions of the future, as they 
were the first of any nation,’ to do it under. the conditions that 
prevailed in the past. 

We believe that woman suffrage in the United States, with 
all that it implies, would be a retrograde step, because it 
would eventually result in a tendency to restrict the rearing 
and bearing of. children to that portion. of the sex least de- 
veloped intellectually, and the drift ‘would be toward the 
. patriarchal..systems~ of. plurality of. wives . ‘and concubinage.

Chicago as Object ‘of Study. 

Im the course of each year Chicago is vis- 
ited by noted people from every foreign 
country who come to study our great indus- 
tries, our civic development, our institutions 
for the relief and betterment of the race 
and our general manner of conducting the 
complicated business of modern life. 

A week ago a commission of distinguished 


Bavarian scientists spent a few days here to 


examine into our way of doing things and 
to inspect with especial care the Field mu- 
seum. This commission was composed of 
men at the head of the German Museum of 
Munich,. said to be the Sreatest technica] 
museum in the world. ‘The party was headed 
by Dr. Oscar von Miler, the Organizer of 
the German museum, and its president. 
Others in the group were Count von Pode- 
wils-Duernitz, secretary of state for Ba- 
varia and former secretary of foreign af- 
fairs; Dr. von Borscht, mayor of Munich: 
Prof. Waker von k, member of the Acad- 
emy of Science of Munich and professor of 
mathematics at e Polytechnical High 
School of Munich, and Herr Heilmann; the 


most noted architect of that city, the man 


who has done more than any other in de- 

signing and building modern Munich. 
Their object in coming to this country was 

to collect models and designs that shall rep- 


resent America in their great technical mu- 


seum. ‘They want to get a model for a sky- 
scraper; another of Brooklyn bridge. Also 
one of a ferry boat. They seek from Mr. Edi- 
son a model of his first power Station. Ours 
is the only nation not well represented in 
their coMection and, considering what we 
have contributed to the world of technical 
development and inventions, they felt the 
omission to be a serious one. 

A few years ago Prof. von Dyck conferred 
the degree of doctor of technical science 
on the Wright brothers at the Polytechnic 
Institute of Munich. ‘‘ The Wright brothers,” 
he said, “ were the first to work out flying 
machines along scientific lines and to have 
the courage personally to test their inven- 


tions.”’ '

Dr. von Miller had much praise for the 
Field museum, but said ‘‘ They will have to 
throw away a great deal. They have gone 
in for quantity. They must now consider 
quality. : 

He and Mr. Heilmann were of the Berserker 
type, big, burly, bearded, powerful looking 
men, utterly Teuton in aspect, with all the 
delightful bonhomie and geniality of the 
south German.

HE charitable organization now known 
as the Friendly Aid society had its in- 
ception in 1892. On Feb. 9 of that year 
ten women met by agreement at the 
residence of Mrg. Simeon H. Crane and 

formed an informal! society to sew for the 
benefit of the Home for Destitute Crippled 
Children. 

The society was entirely informal and cid 
not have any officers or organization. The 
members were bound together merely by a 
common interest in the charitable purpose 
for which they were working. 

In the following year, 1893, friends of the 
original tert, women were invited to join 4n 
the movement, and on Oct. 10 an organization 
in the form of a voluntary assoclation was 
formed, and the name “Friendly Aid so- 
clety '’ was adopted as indicative of the pur- 
poses of the organization and its sympathy 
for all needy women and children. About 140 
women joined‘in giving the association finan- 
cial support, of which number about fifty 
were particularly active in the work. 

On Dec. 8, 1893, they gave their first bazaar 

to raise funds for charity, a feature of the 
work which has become a regular annual af- 
fair. 
During the winter of 1893-'D4 the necessities 
of other charities were brought to the atten- 
tion of these. women, and they enlarged the 
scope of their benefactions. They opened@ a 
sewing room for the benefit of destitute wom- 
en at 716 Oakwood boulevard, and facilities 
were established for assisting destitute moth- 
ers and their children: : 

The expense of the varfous charities was 
met from funds raised by members’ dues, 
bazaars, balls, concerts, teas, and other forms 
of entertainment. The scope of their chari- 
ties and the funds collected increased from 
time to time until, when the society ceaged to 
exist as’a voluntary organization and became 
an incorporated body, it had collected and 
distributed more than $83,000. During the 
last year $3,900 has been expended where it 
seemed it would do the most good.

They have come from all over the country—from ministers, 
lawyers, clerks, doctors, college men. and dramatic critics—these 
last, Mr. Belasco hastened to assufe me, mostly from the smaller 
centers of theatrical activity. ‘Abd they comprise a perféct sys- 


tem of Bertillon biographies of aspiring youth. Each application 


is accompanied by a photograph and ab account of such physical 
and mental qualifications as hgve occurred to the applicant oF 
been commented upon by friends. 

A majority are serious—very serious—and all are eager. All 
that each asks is an Spportunity to study’ and to learn. After 
that he will take care of himself. A majority have tried @t vari- 
ous times to make the ‘stage, but have failed for a variety of rea- 
sons. Many have been too poor to quit whatever| jobs there were 
at to put in the necessary time looking for others back of the foot- 
lights. Some have been the victims of home and personal influ- 
ences brought to bear against their o’erleaping ambitions. A 
great many have had their enthusiasm chilled, though not frozen, 
by managers who have said: “Sure, I'll give,you a chance. How 
much mogkey have you got?’ A number have wanted to act, but 
have never been able to get out of the chorus. And all have 
struggled manfully with a lifelong ambition to take up a stage 


career.

“ And what are you going to do with them?” I asked. 
“Just now we are card indexing them,” he answered. .“ To 
*each one has been returned a letter which i have prepared to the 
effect that I am in the midst of our spring productions, but that 
just as soon as they are out of the way we shall start upon the 
organization of classes. Probably at first—that is to say, next 
fall—we shall pick not more than twenty-five of what appear to 
be the most likely candidates and start them upon the course of 
training I have in mind.

“We expect to, or we may loan them to other New York pro- 
ducers when supernumeraries are in demand—or young men of 
presence needed to grace a ballroom or similar scenes. It is too 
soon to say just what will appear to be the best thing to do in 
any given circumstance. But this much we do know—that we 
shall try to make creditable actors of them, that the stage of the 
future may have something to depend upon.” 

“ And how have the other actors—young and old—received your 
efforts to thus inject new blood into ranks?” 

“Not kindly,” Mr. Belasco admitted, though with a pleasant 
smile of understanding, indicating an utter absence of bitterness. 
“You see, I probably was a bit rough in saying that the barroom 
is the most popular room in an actors’ club and that young men 
could not hope to accomplish much if they spent their spare time 
there. And yet it hurts, probably, because it is true. Go, I 
you, into any clu} frequented by players and you will find twenty 
of them in the barroom to two in the library.”

Condition Seems General One. 

“ Yet from our local observation that is not a condition peculiar 
to actors’ clubs.” 

“ But I am gpeaking only of actors. Then some objected to my 
‘saying I would teach them to fence or to use the broadsword. 

‘What possible use would such training be nowadays? they de- 
manded. Ah, they do not understand how much they would gain 
in grace, nor do they know that the romantic drama is again com- 
ing in. Yes, sir-—we can’t possibly have more than another sea- 
son or two of banker plays, and broker plays, and business man 
plays, and ‘ Paid in Fulls,’ and ‘ Bought and Paid Fors,’ etc. The 
realistic drama is going to pall soon—and where shall we go for 
relief if not to the romantic drama?” 

“Then, generally speaking, you believe the actor school plan 
already is justifying itself?” 

“T know it. A young actor I heard of went to renearsal the 
other day with a dictionary in his pocket, and when another lad 
in the company grew slovenly in his reading fhe pulled it out. 
‘Say,’ he said, ‘don’t. you know that since Belasco has been ¢call- 
ing attention to it the critics are going to be watching your 
speech? You said “stomick.” Here it is—“stomach.” Try 
again.’ ” 

. Belasco is rehearsing “The Governor's Lady,” which will 
be tried on the road for two weeks and then put aside until Sep- 
tember. And I was amused by the positiveness of the statement 
painted infront of his Republic theater, which boldly announces 
that the house will be reopened Sept. 17 with “ The Governor's 
Lady,” which will run until Jan..14. On Jan. 17 Mr. Belasco 
will present a new American comedy. Who says the theatrical 
business is all & gamble and that nobody knows what a play 
will do? 

The fact that J. H. Duffey, tenor, made his Broadway debut 
this week with “The Rose Maid” probably will mean nothing te 
you. No reason why it should. Bat it is interesting, just the 
same. Mr. Duffey comes from the west. As we understand it, 
he has been a sort of bush league tenor for a number of seasons, 
getting into fast company occasionally when he sang in concert 
with Sembrich—or was it Melba? It may have been Nordica or 
Gadaki? Anyway, he was fine for the oratorio and concert pro- 
gram, but shy on acting. 


Duffey Still Learning to Act. 

Andreas Dippel, whom you know so well as the man who made 
grand opera pay, heard Duffey and told the Messrs. Werba ang 
Luescher of him, Some day, he said, they might want a lyric 
tenor, and there he was. Now here he is. For seven weeks “ The 
Rose Maid” has been on the road while Duffey learned to act. 
He hasn’t learned yet, so far as that goes, but he gets from spot 
to spot without tripping, and when he sings no one cares how big 
his hands are. His voice is soft and pleasing as a pipesmoke

It would be difficult to estimate just how 
many men are engaged in the theatrical pro- 
‘fession. That the number reaches well into 
the thousan@s is an assured fact. Sinte mov- 
ing picture and vaudeville theaters have 
sprung up in great numbers they may be 
estimated in tens of thousands. 

The actor, therefore, unlike a traveling 
salesman whose expenses are paid by his 
employer, is unable to comply with the con- 
stitutional law without running the risk of 
losing bis opportunity for an engagement, 
nor can he leave his company in November 
without giving up his position entirely.

It is safe to predict that the 
‘games of few American publishers would be 
found in such a list, for the enterprising gen- 
tlemen who have risen to positions of promi- 
pence and influence in the business owe their 
ty to policies that are not concerned 

with well edited scores. 

Standard works of the teacher's repertory 
are for the most part unprotected by copy- 
right. They may, be reprinted at will, and 
the American publisher, having first ar- 
ranged ‘that he should profit by a protective 
teriff that doubles the price quoted in the 
Buropean market, has set about amassing 
bis reprint talogue as inexpensively as 
possible. As & result the American editions 
of such classics as the Beethoven sonatas. 
the Bach fugues and inventions, the works of 
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symbolized in its quietly moving and simple 
melody, supported by the equally sustained 
and naturally progressing counter-melodies 
that belong to the true choral idiom.

FIRST PRIZE, $25 
CITY FOLKS ON THE FARM 
By JAMES G. DUNKIN 


Although born and reared in a large 
city (St. Louis, Mo.) and of strictly city 
parentage, it had always been the aim 
and desire of both my wife and myself to 
move to the country and try farming as a 
means of making our living. That my 
wife had been soy girl and I an office 
man with no knowledge whatever of farm- 
ing, did not deter us in the least from 
wanting to make the change. Circum- 
stances were such, however, that we had 
been married several years and had three 
little ones before the time arrived when 
we thought it best to make the effort. 
The retail firm in whose office I had been 
employed for many years; retired from 
business; my health was not of the best; 
and, having saved a few hundred dollars, 
we concluded to look for a location. 

Capital being limited, we decided to 
try fruit and vegetable growing, that line 
requiring less outlay at the start than 
grain or stock farming. Buying a farm 
was out of the question; so, r look- 
ing at several farms that could be rented, 
we leased the one that seemed best 
adapted to our needs. Our first days on 
the farm were a rude awakening. My 
wife, being accustomed to having the 
grocer call daily for his order, to water 
in the kitchen and gas for cooking, found 
country conditions vastly different. I, not 
being accustomed to manual labor, would 
be so tired each night that I could hardly 
eat. We were determined to succeed, 
and so kept going day after day; and, 


after a few weeks, we found that we

could both do a good day’s work with- 
out being unduly tired at night. 

Our first year, from a financial stand- 
point, was not much of a success; but 
fall found us all in better health than 
we had known for a long time. Before 
moving to the country, our two little boys 
had been rather delicate; but the fresh 
milk and. bracing air soon brought the 
roses, and likewise the freckles, to their 
faces. Our second year started out badly, 
as one of our horses died and a late frost 

most of our fruit and early 
stuff. However, that fall we dug a big 
crop of potatoes, the sale of which carried 
us through the winter. At the start, we 
were more or less a joke to our neigh- 
bors; but when they saw we were not 
afraid to work hard and took all the ad- 
vice given us in part, they helped 
us out of our difficulties in a hearty man- 
ner, which was most amazing to us, being 
accustomed, as we were, to the cold, for- 
mal friendships of the city. 

We have now been in the country four 
years, and each one of those years has 
seen us doing a little better than during 
the preceding one. The children benefit 
by walking two miles to school each day, 
and we all have health, and appetites that 
would put the average city family in the 
poorhouse. One thing we have learned, 
and that is, that the farmer receives but 
a small portion of the price that is paid 
for produce by the actual consumers in 
the city. But while our cash receipts 
have not been as large as we had antici- 
pated, with a cellar full of vegetables and 
strictly home-made jellies, preserves, etc., 
and a smoke house containing plenty of 
meat; and with good neighbors with 
whom one can spend a pleasant winter 
evening, we find we have nothing to re- 
gret in leaving the uncertainties of a sal- 
aried position in the city, for the certainty 
of a good and independent living in the 
country. Any one should find a move of 
this kind a success, providing, always, 
that the husband and wife pull together 
and both are willing to do their best; for, 
of a truth, the country is no place for a 
lazy man. 


A. MUSICAL FLAME 


Girls and boys must have a few hours 
after school to devote to amusement; the 
following experiment will delight them, 
and at the same time furnish a lesson in 
chemistry: Fit a perfect cork into a 
wine bottle. Burn a hole through the 
cork with a round, iron skewer and fix 
into it a tobacco pipe stem, abort eight 
inches long. Into the bottle put two 
or three ounces of zine filings. Now pour 
water on the zinc, until the bottle is more 
than half full. Add about three parts 
of a wine-glass of oil of vitriol or sul- 
phuric acid. This will cause a rapid 
effervescence at first; but it will subside 
finally to a moderate and continuous 
boiling. As soon as the boiling is regu- 
lar, the cork with the pipe through it may 
be inserted in the neck of the bottle. If 
a = be applied to the end of the pipe 
a flame. will be produced which will 
burn as long as there is visible action in 
the bottle. This flame results from the 
decomposition of water by the acid and 
zinc; is, in other words, ignited hydro- 
gen or water gas. If you will now pro- 
cure a glass or metal tube, from sixteen 
to eighteen inches long, and from half 
an inch to three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter, the musical part of fhe ri- 
ment can begin. Place the tube over the 
flame, pnd allow the pipe to be about 
four or five inches up the tube, which 
wil. act as a sort of chimney. A sound 
similar to that of an organ pipe will be 
produced. By using various-sized tu 
ee sounds and notes are easily pro- 

uced.

Among the tragedies of the stage are 
the unimportant specialists. These are 
men who have played the parts of po- 
licemen, sailors, soldiers, butlers, and the 
like, and who imagine their capacity 
for playing such parts with great natural- 
ness to be something akin to genius. They 
go about, when out of a job, looking for 
shows that have just such parts — parts 
that any novice could be taught to take
